SHORTLY before noon yesterday, while ex- 
periments were being nmde at the Pittsburg, 
Pu., Iron-works of Singer, Nimick & Co., in 
compressing steel, the mold containing over 
1,000 pounds of molten metal suddenly gave 
way. Some fifty or sixty persons were wit- 
nessing the experiment, and all were more 
or less burned. 


THe money market was dull and strong. 
Sterling bills were steady at unchanged rates. 
Investment securities were quiet. In the 
New York stock market there was very little 
change.—The Chicago grain markets were 
stronger, wheat being very much so and with 
a large volume of trading. Provisions were 
firmer. The strength in wheat was partly 
due to war rumors, but probably was in 
greatest part caused by the active outward 
movement both from the West and the sea- 
board. As compared with Friday hog 
products closed unchanged, wheat 2 cents 
higher, corn M cent higher, oats , cent 
higher, rye firm, barley and flaxseeds steady. 
The packing of this city since the close of 
February includes 346,000 hogs, against 386,- 
000 to the same time last year, and 182,000 
to do in 1884. The shipments from this city 
during the week were greater than the re- 
ceipts by 225,000 bushels in wheat and less 
by 276,000 bushels in corn, but the shipments 
of both this week will be very large. 


Oxx of the effects of Mr. Gladstone's land 
scheme in Great Britain will be to reunite 
the Liberal party and to neutralize tue Tory 

opposition. The Radicals, who, with Mr. 
Chamberlain, opposed a loan of 200,000,000 
pounds from the English Treasury without 
adequate security, cannot complain of what 
will de really a loan by the Irish Govern- 
ment; the Tories eannot induce the so-called 
Irish Loyalists, the absentee landlords, and 
the British mortgagees to help them throw out 
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‘wisely in attempting to put & curb on the 
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the land question and no payment to land- 
lords or mortgagees. The Irish Loyalist fac- 
tion will be completely silenced. We shall 
hear no more of the minority being sacfificed. 
Money is being put into their long-time 
empty pockets, and they will accept and 
abandon their old allies, Maj. Saunderson, 
the leader of the Irish Orange landlora party, 
has already weakened. He only asks for & 
little bigger price for his fellow-land lords. 

Every day from now till Parliament meets 
after the Easter recess will strengthén Mr. 
Gladstone's position. He will be backed up 
by the enlightened publie epinion of England 
and her colonies, and by the united volte of 
America, The double-headed scheme for the 
settlement of the Anglo-Irish difficulty will 
after modification in some teatures be adopted 
by the House of Commons, and the House of 
Lords will not date reject it. Mr. Chamber- 
lain will soon be in line with his ¢hief, who 
will thus crown his public life by éstablishing 
peace between two countries that haye been 
at discord and enmity for seven centuries. 


BorcoTr A DeOUBLE- EDGED 
SWORD. 

April 4 the Boycotting Board of the Trade 
and Labor Assembly of Chicago stated that 
„they were alarmed by the increasing fre- 
quency of demands for boycotts,” and re- 
ported the fellowing resolutions, which were 


adopted : 

Tne experience of yout Beycotting Board 
during the last tew weeks compels it to mace 
the following revtommendation: Whenever 
any union of thit body desires the support of 
the Trade and Labor Assembiy io matter of 
strikes, that it be required to submit to the 
assembly a fall statement in Writing of its 
grievances with such demands (aleo in writing) 
as are invoived in the issue, 

That such grievances and demands shall 
thereupon be p'aced in eburge of a committee 
of arbitration —the executive officers are nere- 
by elected as such eommittre— dose duty it 
shall be to use ali hovorable and peaceabie 
meansfor the adjustment of the difficulty, and 
that no boycott ball be issued against auy 
ihdividual or firms until said committee of 
arbitration shall have falied. 

That when the assembly assumes the respon- 
sibility of any strike, tos cott, Ste., ite power 
to adjust such difficulties through its proper 
committees, aided by a similar committee 
from the union darm such grievanee, must 
be recog nized. 


To the extent that these resolutions con- 
demn the un-American practice of beycotting 
they deserve hearty approval. Evidently 
they were drawn by men who see that the 
“boycott” is a dangerous, double-edged 
weapon and something must be doue to sup- 
press the rage for resorting to it. The Chi- 
cago Trade anil Labor Assembly has done 
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boycotters, but it ought to have gone further 
and condemned the boycott itself asa practice 
entitled to no toleration or encouragement in 
a free country. It was well for thé Labor 
Assembly to condemn frequent and indis- 
criminate boycotts, but it ought not under 
any circuthstanées to give its sancion to an 
invasion of the personal liberty ahd rights of 
free citizens under whatever name or pre- 
tense such a dangerous practice may be at- 
tem pted. 

An American citizen is supposed to hold 
as inaltenadle the right to life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness in all that these 
terms tiiply. Among these rights there is 
none more sacred than that which secures to 
each citizen the privilege of buying and sell- 
ing or disposing of his goods or his labor on 
such terms and lu sueh manner às he sees fit. 
The boycott has no place in this eountry, un- 
less free citizenship is te be regarded here- 
after as a miserable sham. Boyeotting ofig- 
inated in Ireland as 4n ineident of the strug- 
gie between foreign landlords and the peas-. 
ants; it is an offsivot of tmisgovernment and 
oppression, and took root only when the 
country was in a condition scareely a degree 
removed from revolution. The boycott is an 
exotie on American soll; there is nothing in 
the condition ef the United States to excuse 
or palliate it, and men who are disposed to 
beyeott the personal rights and liberty of 
others ought to be told in all kindness and 
sincerity that the American people will not 
tolerate it. 

Personal liberty includes the right of every 
man to buy, sell, seek employment, or dis- 
pose of his wares in any quarter without in- 
terferenee. The law guarantees him those 
rights. Men who claim such rights for theni- 
selves and yet organize te prevent their en- 
joyment by others have yet to learn the first 
principles of American citizenship. Nothing 
can be more certain than that if boycotting is 
not brought to a stop in this country all 
classes who belleve in the preservation of 
personal rights, including employers and em- 
ployés, will eombine and boyéott the boy- 
cotters. Just as certainly as one extreme 
produces the other will the bdyeott prove a 
doubleedged sword to be turned against 
those Who appeal to it. We trust the Trade 
and Labor Assembly will go further in the 
line of the resolutions already adopted and 
eondemn the boycott as a practice wholly 
evil and entitled to no countenance in a free 
country. 


THE RETAIL STURE EIGHT-HOUR 
MOVEMENT. 

The eight-hour idea has already been ac- 
cepted, to take effect after May 1, by one of 
the heaviest retail dry-goods houses in the 
city, and present indications are that the 
others Will speedily fall into ling. This con- 
cession to the clerking interest is one which 
ought to have been made before this. It en- 
tails no loss upon the employers or théir cus- 
tomers; it cannot affect the prices of their 
goods or the amount of their sales, nor can it 
inconvenience the public. 

The great bulk of the business of retalt 
stores is done between 9a. m. and 5 p. m. 
The delivery wagons do not run after 4 p. 
m. The time occtipied by employés outside 
these limits is substantially idle time so far 
as sales are concerned. There is no shopping 
before 9 a. m., and those who come atter 5 
p. m. ate the shiftless class, who always put 
off everything to the last moment and whose 
convenience is not worth considering, because 
they can come earlier, and will when they 
are compelled to. Asa matter of fact, in re- 
tail dry-goods stores the day’s shopping is 
included within a period of seven hours, com- 
mencing about 10 a. m. and closing at 5 p. 
m. If the stores were open at half-past 8 
this would leave ample tiine for setting them 
to rights and dressing up windows and show- 
cases. It is, therefore, asking too much of 
clerks, many of whom are young women who 
have to stand all day, that they should be 
compelled to undergo unnecessary fatigue by 
standing around three or four hours with 
noiling to do. 

There is this difference between retail 
stores of any kind and the factories, between 
clerks and artisans: The latter are engaged 
in the fabrication of goods by the aid of 
steam and machinery. They produce the 
eonimodities which are handled by the stores, 
and upon the amount of their production 
largely depends the wealth of the city. The 
retailers are middlemen between the pro- 
ducers and consumers, who paés fhe goods 
over their counters. For the latter eight- 
hour system involves no question of dearness 
or cheapness, such as the manufacturer has 


to consider. He is at onee confronted with 
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the increased cost ot products means proba- 
bly smaller orders. The retailer, however, 
does not experience this. The é¢ight-hour 
system has no economic effect upon his bust 
ness so far as his gools, his price, or his 
sales are concerned. Whatever ecdnomic 
argument may be made is in his favor, for 
the shortening of the hours means a great 
saving of fuel in the cold months and a great 
saving in lights all the year round. The 
business which he does now before 9 a. m. 
and after 5 p. m. hardly pays for fuel and 
illumination, and as it eau all be easily com- 
pressed between these limits it not only in- 
vol ves no diminution in custom but actually 
saves three or four hours in heat and light, 
which is no trifling consideration in large 
stores where thousands of burners are in use. 

If any exceptions were to be made in the 
retail business they would probably include 
groceries and meat. markets, but even in 


these two-thirds of their business is done in 


the forenoon. The hotels, boartiing-houses, 
and all forehanded families lay in their sup- 
plies in the morning because they can get 
them fresh and have a cholce before every- 
thing has been picked over. It is only the 
unenterprising and careless who put off their 
buying until night, and they get their reward 
by having to take the stale stuff—the other 
people's leavings. There is no question that 
retail business of every description can be 
done easily within eight hours’ time, that 
employers would lose nothing by it, that the 
employés, by the gain of time for rest and 
recreation, would do better work, and that 
the public as soon as it becomes accustomed 
te the change will prefer it. 


OUR BROWNING Soor. 

There has been a Browning Society organ- 
ized in this city whose object, so far as we 
can ascertain, will be to study Brownlitz’s 
poems and try and find out what they mean 
—if they mean avything. With so much 
poetry in existence, like that of Shakspeare, 
Goethe, Tasso, Dante, Milton, Coleridge, 
Shelley, Keats, Longfellow, Lowell, Whit- 
tier. and others, for instance, which ean be 
understood and is known to mean something, 
it seems a waste of time, to say the least, for 
middle-aged persons, some of them not over- 
robust, to devote the remainder of thelr lives 
stulying portieal conundrums, riddles, and 
rebuses, any one of which they may have to 
bequeath to their children in utter despair. 
Lite is so shert and so full of real 
poems to be studied—poems which 
are written in clear, honest, intelligent 
English, full of meaning, rich in propheey as 
well as in life philosophythat it seems 
pitiable .for men and women to waste 
time on a versifier’s hieroglyphics. It would 
be a saving of time as Well as of the wear 
and tear of the giay matter if the members 
of the soviety would select one of the Brown- 
ing riddles, write to the poet, ahd ask him to 


tell them what it means in plain, every-day, 


homely Euglish, with all the esthetie non- 
sens: thrown off. It then it did not mean 
anything more than the poems of other bards 
who sing intelligible melodies it might be 
safely assumed the others did hot, and the 
society oduld devote itself to something real 
and valuable. 

We de not anticipate a very long lease of 
life for the Browning Society of Chicago. 
This is a very practical, matter-of-fact, rush- 
ing, pushing eity that likes to deal in reali- 
ties, cash down and immediate delivery. It 
is ungracious to discourage the enthusiastic 
votaries of the great Unintelligible, but as 
time goes on we shall expret to witness a 
cooling off in their ardor and an abatement of 
their present zeal as they begin to realize the 
actual extent of the task they have under- 
taken, the toughness of the Browning nuts, 
and she contents they find in such shells as 
they may able te break. The fate of the 
Girton Browning Society in England is a 
sighificant omen of what may  hap- 
pen here. The Girton Soeiety entered 
upon the work of deciphering Brown- 
ing with high hopes and as fresh 
enthusiasta @ their Chicago sisters. They 
did bravely for a little while. Then the at- 
tendanee began to fall off. A few of. the 
toe utterly faithful ones stuek to their work, 
but at last sume of them were observed to 
nod and sleep in meeting. Finally the so- 
eiety was dissolved. The members took 
what money was left, went off, and bought 
chocolates—and, more than that, devoured 
them. The fair Philistines had awakened 
trom their craze and were once more elothed 
in their right minds. Who shall say that 
the Chicago Browningites will not end as 
caramel-levourets? 
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GLADSTONE’S IRISH LAND BILL. 

Mr. Gladstone’s Land Putellase bill, the 
complement of his home-tule scheme for the 
settlement of @ie Atigio-Irish difficulty, 
like its counterpart, is a rough embodiment 
of the principle on which the Irish landlords 
are to be got rid of forever. The more the 
whole scheme is Considered the more certain 
does it appear that it will eventually succeed. 
The Land bill pledges the credit of the pro- 
posed Government of Ireland to the payment 
of & certain sum to the landlords for thei? in- 
terest in the land of the country. Great 
Britain makes the advance of 8 per eent con- 
sols to the landlords in installments of their 
claims, at the same time holding the Irish 
revenue from customs, excise, ahd other 
sources as a guarantee for repayment of in- 
terest ahd pfineipal. The advance of the 
money is to be cautiously. gradual. Not a 
shilling of English or Scoteh money is to be 
risked. The Irish farmers will have 
to pay for their lands to the Irish 
Government, which will in turn hand 
the money over to the British Govern- 
ment for the redemption of the consols. 
The Irish Government acts as collector for 
the landlords. The cunning legislative hand 
of the British Premier is seen in every detail 
of the scheme. He knows the Irish peasant’s 
land-hunger; he holds out to him the pros- 
pect of becoming owner on terms within his 
reach, while making it his interest to be loyal 
and peaceable. The Irisn Government will 
be forced to be a zealous collector of the rent 
charge, that it may receive the revenue 
necessary for the administration of Irish 
affairs. ‘The fears ot the English and Scotch 
taxpayers are calmed by the fact that not a 
dollar of their money is risked in the trans- 
actions, and the Irish landlords and the En- 
glish holders of mortgages on Irish lands are 
made deeply interested parties, Mr. Gisd- 
stone in effect tells the latter that if they do 
not accept the Irish Home- Rule bill they may 
never be abie to sell their Irish estates at any 
price, He knows they are anxious to sell, 
but tells them the sale must be made through 
an Irish Government. If they longer delay 
the settlement of the question they will be 
left to their fate—the tenants will soon cease 
paying them rent. Coercionand eviction are 
out of the question for the future. 

In detail the bill as outlined by the En- 
glish Premier may not be satisfactory to the 
Irish tenants in all its features, for it is the 
tenants who will have most to complain of. 
If, as it appears, it is the intention to make 
twenty years’ rental the maximum purchas- 


ing price, thé scale is too high; twelve ot

cates that the Commissioners who shall de- 
termine the valtie ate to be appointed by the 
Irish Government, it Will no doubt be satis 
factory. The time for répayment of the 
advance will be extended over a sufficiently 
long period to enable the tenants to pay with 
out difficulty. In most cases they will have 
paid long before the statutory time expires. 
The prospect of “owning their acres for- 
ever will be a spur to their industry. They 
will labor harder, dig deeper, and till more 
skilifully because they have the consciousness 
of being free men. As for the other objec 
Honabie features, these, too, will be elimi- 


nated or modified. The Ulster tenants who 


have held out so far against home fule will 
give way, now that they may reap the ad- 
vantages of the land · purehiase scheme. 

‘The only serious fault found with Glad- 
stone’s Land-Purchase bill is the amount to 
be paid the landlords. The Irish and the 
English and Scotch Radical members think 
the price is too great. Mr. Parnell thinks 
the terms of purchase too favorable to the 
landlords and too onerbus on the tenants. 
Mr. Chamberlalu's question, Will the ten- 
ants pay?“ is, therefore, an anxious one and 
the answer is of vital importance to the suc 
cess’ of the scheme.” One leading quasi- 
Liberal journal says: 

The Land-Purchase bill in its present shape 
canact possibly pass. The Liberais will never 
m ve an Undivided support to the scheme of 
buying the land on the basis of twenty years 
rental, The land is hardly Worth ten sears’ 
rental. r. Gladstone, however, is in a Goncii- 
jatory mood, and the bill may be molded into 
an acceptable shape. 

It will not be difficult to cut down the 
amount. When Gladstone uttered these 
solemn, truthful words Friday night in the 
Commons and in the hearing not only of the 
British but of the whole eivilised world, he 
rung the death-knell of the Irish land- 


monopoly system: 

The history of Ireland was one long indict- 
ment against ite land-owners. Agrarian crime 
had originated and increased under the ab- 
seutecism of landiords and raising of rents as 
their expenses While away from Ireland in- 
creased. Oppression wedded to misery hada 
hideous proweny. Crime bad been endowed 
with vitality to perpetuate itself and hand 
down its miserable inbéritange from genera- 
tion to generation. Enogiand was not clear of 
responsit:lity, tor thé deeds Of Irish landlords 
were Engiish deeds. ‘With the power in our 
hands we have looked on and done nothing.”’ 
A'ter the union absenteeism became general, 
and national sentiment ceased to have a bene- 
ficial intiucnce on the relations between land- 
lord and tenant. The union itself was obtained 
against the sense and wish of every class by 
wholesale bribery ana unblushing intimidation. 
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GLADSTONE ON THE AMERICAN RE- 
BELLION. 

During the pending debate on Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Home-Rule bill it has more than once 
been cast in his face that during the Ameri- 
ean Rebellion War his sympathies were with 
the South, and that he had expressed his be- 
lief ina publle manner that the South had 
really earried out its ordinante of secession 
and erected itself into a separate nationality. 
It is not exactly clear what bearing this ex- 
pression Gf personal opinion, subsequently 
corrected several times, has upon the main 
question of home rule, especially when 
viewed from the Emersonian statement that 
no man can be consistent who does not change 
his opinions. Mr. Gladstone’s later utter- 
ances, made on the basis of accomplished 
facts, certainly are of more importance than 
any which he made merely as & matter of 
passing observation, for the incurreetness of 
which he was net the only Englishman, or 
Ameriean for that matter, who had to make 
retraction. 

In 1861, at an after-dinner speech in New- 
castle, Mr. Gladstone, then Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, expressed the opinion that Jeffer- 
son Davis had really succeeded in making 
thé South an independent nation. Coming 
from so high an authority, the opinion made 
a widespread sensation, and subsequently, 
when events had shown its ineorreetness, he 
was several times ealled upon for explana- 
tion. In answer to a Manchester cotton 
shipper, he said that his Newcastle speech 
was no more than the expression of an 
opinion, which he had long ago stated in 
public, that the effort of the Northern States 
to subjugate the Southern would be hopeless 
by reason of the resistance of the latter.” 
After the War was over he openly confessed 
that he had been mistaken, and said: I 
took too much upon myself in expressing 
sueh an opinion. Yet the motive was hot 
bad. My sympathies were then, where they 
had long before been and where they are 
now, with the whole American people. I 
probably, like many Europeans, did not un- 
derstand the nature and working of the 
Ameriean Union.” Even as late as 1880 he 
again answered eriticisms of his Newcastle 
speeeh by reference to later utterances which 
showed that he had no hostility to the 
Northern States at that time and none but 
friendly feelings towards the whole people 
of the United States. 

It seems peculiarly inconsistent to call up 
this utteraneé of Mr. Gladstone, made be- 
fore the North had put forth its strength under 
Grant, and Sherman, and Sheridan, when the 
resyurces and powers of resistance of the 


North had not yet been tested, and when the 
state of public opinion in this eountry about 


the same time is considered. The whole. 


Democratic party was of Mr. Gladstone’s 
opinion; nay, more than that, it did not find 
out its mistake as soon as he did, for after 
he had begun to suspect he was in the wrong 
the Democratle party in its National Con- 
vention a few months before the collapse of 
the Rebellion was resolving that the South 
had succeeded and that the War was a fail- 
ure and nominated a candidate for the Presi- 
dency on that platform. At the time Mr. 
Gladstone was making his Newéastle speech 
there were few Union men who felt sanguine 
of success. It was a gloomy period, and the 
Republican party from the President down to 
the rank and file wete full of anxiety and 
apprehension as to the result. They hoped 
for success, but they did not regard it as a 
certainty. If Americans themselves were of 
the opinion, some that the South would suc- 
ceed and others that the prospect was dubi- 
ous, it is not surprising that even Mr. Glad- 
stone, who, by his own confession, ‘* did not 
understand the nature and working of the 
Ameriean Union,” should have been mis- 
taken. His candid admission of his error, 
however, ought to shield him from imperti- 
nent and irrelevant criticism on that point.

If the forty-eight square miles of 
territory were tiroWh together into One city the 
industrial settion at South Chicago and Iron- 
dale would soon dominate the whole town and 
would tax Oakland, Hyde Park Centre, For- 
estvilie, and Woodlawn for improvements in 
the swamps around the Calumet region, the 
enormous debts dé0ntfacted by the irre- 
sponsible School Directors in the outiy as dis- 
tricts would be saddied on the whole town, and 
the tax on the proposed new city for main- 
taining the schools, apart from the expense of 
meeting the interest of these debts, would ap- 
proach the proportion of 8 cents on the dollar.

RUNAWAY ROBINSON. 


The Defaulting Bank Caghier of Angelica, 
N. X., in Canada and in Poor Health 
His Accounts. 

ANGELICA, N. Y., April 17.—Cashier Robin- 
son left town a week ago, ostensibly on a short 
trip to Niagara Falls for his health. He is 77 
years old and has been in feeble health for 
two or three years. The Bank Examiner ar 
rived Wednesday of this week. On bis last 
previous visit in December he discovered cer- 
tain irregularities, and hence came again 
sooner than usual. He unearthed enough to 
cause him to summon the directors Friday 
morning. At noon the bank was indefinitly 
closed. As far as is now known the defaication 
is about $41,000, of which sum $5,800 bas been 
fictitiously charged during the last forty-eigbt 
days, and $200 has resentiy been paid for pri- 
vate teiegrams, indicating the feverish state 
of things growing out of the cashier's specula- 
tuons. The bulk of the money was lost in 
wheat margins in Chicago. The bank was or- 
ganized in 1864 Oh a capital of $100,000, 
with Kobinson as cashier. There are about 
twenty stockholders, no one of whom is an 
active business-man bere; henve the loss will 
fail less severely on the town. It is proposed 
to reorganize the bank on a $50,000 basis.

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NATURAL GAS AT DETROIT. 


A Great Enterprise About to Be Inau- 
gurated—The Scheme and Its Backers. 
Detroit, Mich., April 17.—[Special.|—Two 

years ago a vein of natural gas was struck on 

afarmin Norris, about twelve miles from 
here, and burned brightly for a long time. 

Later other veins were tapped. Since that 

time quiet experiments have been made and 

the fact established beyond all doubt that a 

prolific Vein of natural gas existe north of the 

town, and that gas can be had in quantities 
sufficient to supply a city ten times as large as 

Detroit. This discovery has been kept secret

It is proposed 
to attach no meters to pipes, but allow an un- 
limited quantity of gas to be used at so much a 
month. A big reservoir, capable of holding 
‘millions of feet of gas, will be built on the 
company’s lands beyond the city, and beyond

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 17.—[Special.|—

port either authenticated or denied at the

Burying the Victims—Money and Clothing 

Needed—Strange Freaks of the Wind— 

The Killed and Injured. 
Sauk Raprips, Minn, April 17.—Workmen 
are clearmg away the débris and owners are 
preparing to rebuild’ stores and residences. 
Four more victims were buried this afternoon. 
The wounded are cared for ina temporary hos- 
pital, formerly the county building, under the 
care of Dr. Dunn, Minneapolis, who says the 
medical emergency is fuliy met. What is now 
wanted is money and clothing. Eighty per- 
sons are at present taken care of. 
Caroline Hart had ber arm amputated at 


the shoulder, and Mrs. Ganksp, who received 
internal injuries, is not expected to live. Miss 
Lulu Carpenter, who died yesterday, was in- 
jured by a splinter that ran through ber breast. 
She was buried this morning from the Congre- 
gational church.

Death of Sampson Low, the Oldest Lon- 
don Publisher — George Lorillard's Fu- 
neral. 

New York, April 17.—[Special.|—A private 
cable dispatch announces that Mr. Sampson 
Low, the oldest London publisher, died yester- 
day in that city at the age of 89 years. 

[The father of Sampson Low established a pub- 
lishing business before the French Revolution. He 
died when his son was Only 3 years old. Young 
Low, after his school days and an apprenticeship 
in a library, was employed for some years by 
Messrs. Longman & Co., till, in 1819, he established 
himself in Lamb’s Conduit street. His circulating 
library had many subscribers, and he had a read- 
ing-room which was frequented by many eminent 
people, including Disraeli. He was married in 
1820, and sixteen years later was appointed by a 
committee of London publishers to conduct the 
Publishers’ Oircular, a compilation of all the books 
published annually in Great Britain. In 1847 he 
was appointed English literary agent for the 
Messrs. Harper. Mr. Low was eminent not only 


as a publisher but as a »philanthropist. 
With the aid of his son he established 
in 1840 a society for the protection 


of life from fire. He also established day and 
Sunday schools. In 1849 Mr. Low sold his library 
and established a business with his son in Fleet 
street. Three years later he again moved to a 
larger building in Ludgate Hill. The last years of 
bis life were saddened by the deaths of three of 
his sons and his wife, who died within three 
months of the projected celebration of, the ir golden 
wedding. } 


A PRISONER’S ESCAPE, 


O. C. Hagerman, Who Robbed a Jewelry- 
Store, Makes a Desperate Leap from a 
Train While En Route to the Joliet Peni- 
tentiary and Is Not Recaptured. 

JouigtT, III.,, April 17.—[Special.1—o. C. 
Hagerman, who robbed the ieweiry-store of 
Albert Bragg in Camarga, Douglas County, 
last January of $300 worth of jewelry, escaped 
this evening. Hagerman and three others 
were on their way to the penitentiary in charge 
of Sheriff Wyatt and his deputy.

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THE EIGHT-HOUR BOOM. 


SOME FACTS LABOR AGITATORS AND 
OTHERS SHOULD CONSIDER. 


Elements in the Problem Which Should 


Be Carefully Investigated—The Effect 
Shorter Hours and Former Pay Would 


Have on Building Operations in Chicago 
~—Relative Positions of Capital and 
Labor—A State Law Says Eight Hours 
IS a Day’s Work—The Lothholz Boy- 
Labor agitators and others who are capti- 
vated with the idea of reducing the work day 
from ten to eight hours and charging ten to 
twelve hours’ pay are little given to careful 
analysis of the elements of the problem, but 
are prone rather to mere portrayal of the bur- 
dens laborers have to bear and to denuncia- 
tion of employers who are alleged to be with- 
bolding from the wage-carners what they 
would regard asa great boon. Many of them 
assume that employers could, without serious 
sacrifice or detriment to business, change their 
pay-roll from a ten-hour to an eight-hour 
basis, and in fact could pay twelve hoars for 
eight hours’ labor, and that nothing but their 
greed prevents them from so doing. Such a 
claim will prove very harmful not only to capi- 
talists but to the laborers themselves unless it 
is founded on actual facts and figures. The 
question is too great and affects too 
many people to be decided on a mere 
assumption. In most industries it is proba- 
bly possible to make such a study 
of the present cost of production, the market 
price of the finished product, and the percent- 
age to be reasonably e€pected on the capital 
invested to enable the parties to decide whether 
the laborer can have ten hours’ wages for eight 
hours’ production. | 
The building trades may be taken as an i!)us- 
tration of the magnitude of the question in 
this city alone. It is not an exaggeration to 
say that if building should permanently stop 
in Chicago 100,000 persons would lose their 
means Of support. There are of course not so 
many people as tnat directiy engaged in con- 
struction, but from the income of the laborer 
the wife and children, the butcher, the baker, 
the grocer, the saloonkeeper, the cigarmad<er, 


| the tailor, the cabinetmaker, and a myriad of 


other tradesmen get their living. Thus the 
agitator who leads men into any assault on 
capital takes the chance of placing in jeopardy 
the interests of a vast number of people, and 


it will not do to enter on any such enterprise | 


unthinkinaly. 


The eight-hour men claim that the day can be 
reduced 20 per cent without any reduction of | 
wages or increase of prices, and thai the same 
amount of work will be done (through the 
employment of additional men); that the in- | 
come of the capitalist will not be so impaired | 


as to deprive him of the motive for investing | 
his capital in building and manufacturing. and | 


that no burdens or drawbacks will in conse- 
quence be placed on the laborer which will off- 
set the advantages he will gain by short hours 
and bigh pay. If it can de shown that under 
the eight-hour arrangement as many buildings 
would be erected and as many improvements 
made as have been made under the ten-hour 
plan, the claim of these men will be vindi- 
cated. Taking a period of any considerable 
length, the demand regulates the supply of 
such things. Not many more buildings are 


‘ erected than are wanted, and if after a trial of 


the eight-hour pian it was found that as many 
structures had been made and marketed as be- 
fore, it would be fair to conclude that that 
business was in a condition to bear the change. 

To the solution of this question we must 
bring the experience of men in the building 
trades. Oneof the oldest in the city, who is 
not specially averse to the eight-hour move- 
ment, estimates that, when the pian is adopted 


the Ist of May, there will follow a reduction of 


25 to 30 per cent in the amount of building 
during the year following, and after that the 
degree of activitv will be regulated by the de- 


mands of the market; but the reduction in the | 
supply of buildings and the increased cost of | 


their construction will lead to an advance in 
renta, which will affect the laborer who rents 
or builds a cottage quite as much as anybods 
else. This is substantially the view taken by 
other experts. The records for the year 1885 
show that about $20,000,000 worth of buildings 
were erected. Of this amount only $3,800,000 
represents structures worth $50,000 or more. 
That is to say, more than three-quarters of the 
value was in the cheaper kinds of buildings, in 
which working people are particularly inter- 
ested. It matters comparatively little to them 
what happens to the huge structures which 
are erected as office-buildings. A well-known 


architect states the case thus: There 
are now in process of erection 
big business structures which will cost 


$5,000,000 when finished. Inis branch of 
the trade will be cut down 20 per cent prob- 
ably. Of other classes there should be built, 
according to the figures of 1885, $15,000,000 
worth—mostly dwellings. This total would be 
affected 3344 per cent. If these estimates are 
correct (and they are tne best obtainable) there 
would be a reduction of $5,500,000 in the en- 
tire expenditure for building- purposes. And 
that means that the number of workmen em- 
ployed will be fewer than last year instead of 
more, as the advocates of the eight-hour 
idea have claimed. 

It may be said that these estimates come 
from persons who represent the capitalist and 
that they are exaggerated... But suppose they 
are exaggerated. They express the feeling of 
that class of people who take the initiative in 
building enterprises and who furnish employ- 
ment to laboring men. Whether the estimates 
are right or wrong, they will have the same ef- 
fect on the building trades if they are adopted. 
The time is past when to touch a piece of real 
estate in Chicago was to make money on it. 
The most careful calculations of the cost of 
material and labor are necessary to insure the 
success of an enterprise, and the labor item 18 
the most important. A study of all these ele- 
ments before any step is taken is the thing 
most needed by the labor reformers. A mis- 
take will affect them more seriously than any- 
body else. 

But it may be contended that most of the 
anticipated gain will be abstracted from the 
middiemen. This might be so ifthe artisan 
class could dictate what price the middlemen 
should accept for their goods and what the 
common carriers should receive for their serv- 
ices, and could compel them under pains and 
penalties to vend and work for the rates the 
artisan might order. But it will bardly be 
contended that such arbitrary drumhead sort 
of doing business can be made to prevail. 
Hence there is a bitter disappointment in store 
for those hoping to get something for nothing 
—to get wages for idle time.

Work.

But whatever may be wanted 
to give the employés satisfaction in the way of 
liberal treatment—not what they would de- 
mand only, but all they are entitled to as inde- 
pendent fellow partners interested in the same 
establishment—that mey snall have so far as 
it is in the power of the firm to grant it. 


The Boycott Against Butcher Lothholz. 

The boycott of the Central Labor Union 
against R. Lotbhoiz’s meat-market at No. 71 
North Clark street is working immensely to the 
advantage of the firm, increasing and extend- 
ing its trade and bringing in outstanding pills. 
The retailers in the market were busy all day 
yesterday filling the numerous orders that had 
come in during the night and forenoon, and 
the store floor was covered with baskets into 
which were piled juicy steaks of sirloin, round, 
and porterhouse, as well as chops, sausages, 
and early spring vegetables. The butchers 
hurried to and fro, taking orders like lightning, 
and shouting at the cutters in the rear to hurry 
their slicing of pork, and beef, and mutton. 

There's a great run on our store for meat,“ 
said the junior Lothbolaz, and I’m thinking if 
this thing keeps up we'll need to put on two 
wagons in addition to those we are now run 
ning- Nothmg has belped us into new and 
good-paying trade so suddenly as that so-called 
boycott. Look at that book with its nineteen 
pages of orders received this torenoon, with 
more to follow until closing time. We have 
sold $500 worth of meat this day, and more 
sales coming. I never saw our business boom- 
ing so. , The boycott nas caused the withdrawal 
from us of two customors, and the number we 
have gained by it exceeds forty.“ No more of 
the boycotters were arrested yesterday.

The National Dry-Goods Salesman’s Union“ 
will hold an important meeting this evening at 
Mechanics’ Hall, No. 54 West Lake street, for 
the purpose of devising means to promote and 
carry into effect the eight-hour system.

IT DIDN’T EXTINGUISH, 


The Trial of a Flame Extinguisher Yester- 
day Afternoon Which Was Not a Pro- 
nounced Success. 

The population of the Sixth Ward, especially 
the younger portion of it, turned out en masse 
and gathered expectantly on the large tract of 
prairie at the junction of Ashland and Blue 
Island avenues yesterday afternoon. The 
occasion was an experiment with a patented 
fire-extinguisher. This machine is a chemical 
force-pump about four feet in hight mounted on 
wheels, and it takes at least three men to work 
each machine, two to pump and one to direct 
the one-inch hose.

SAVAGE OUTBREAK OF CHOLERA AT 
BRINDISI—SIXTEEN DEATHS. 


It Sends a Shiver of Horror Throughout 
Europe—Precautions to Stay the Plague 
~—Bismarck’s Pilgrimage to Canossa 
Complete—He Denies that He Hates the 
Poles—Still Adhering to the Policy of 
Raising the Duties on Spirits—De Les- 
seps’ Sanguine Talk—General Matters. 

Lonpon, April 17.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. I—At last the cholera, 
which has been lurkmg furtively through the 
winter in various Latin countries, has broken 
out savagely in Brindisi and other points of 
Italy. There were sixteen deaths from chol- 
era at Brindisi from April 8 to 16. Thus far 
the proportion of deaths, however, is very 
smali—about one out of seven, The outbreak 
bas sent a shiver througb Europe, as it is im- 
possible to foresee the limitation of the con- 
tagion to suvh a frequented point ona great 
maritime highway. There is the usual howl 
against Engiand on the theory that the pest 
was brought from India, but itis far likelier 
to be indigenous. The Riviera bas had a bad 
season, owing to the cholera scare, and this 
development will probably crush the spring 
tourist business. : 

If the cholera becomes epidemic it may seri- 
ously interfere with the present grand scheme 
for a Wholesale visit of Indians to London for. 
the exposition, which the Queen is to open 
with unprecedented pomp May 4. Agents

IN AND ABOUT NEW YORK. 


Jumbo’s Widow, Alice, Arrives from En- 
gland—She Proves Very Tractable—Gotham 


Gleanings. 

New York, April 17.—[Special.}—Alice, the 
grief-stricxen widow of the late lamented 
Jumbo, arrived at this port this morning in the 
steamship Egyptian Monarob, and at a late 
bour tonigbt was confronted with all that re- 
mains of her once proud and haughty master. 
Jumbo was the first real African elephant ever 
brought to this country, and she is the second. 
It was decided to take her to the garden late 
tonight, when all would be quiet in the streets 
through which she would pass. The great 
derrick “Ox” was brought into requisition, 
and the box containing Alice, with her bead and 
trunk exposed, was raised from the batebway of 
the steamer and lowered tothe pier. Tonight, 
when the elepbants in the Madison Square 
Garden had finished their performance, two of 
the most tractable and trustworthy—Gypsy 
and Fritz—were escorted across the Twenty- 
third street ferry to the pier of the 
Monarch Line of steamships, and Alice gave 
them a cordial greeting. They seemed tohave 
a kindly feeling for her, and they tossed their 
trunks in a jolly way. Then Alice was placed 
between Gypsy and Fritz, and all three were 
chainea together. In this way it was proposed 
to bring her to the garden. She went on 
board the ferryboat without a murmur and 
crossed the river, and the three elephants, the 
party followimg in coaches, went through 
Twenty-seventh street to the Madison Square 
Garden. Alice was led to the Madisoa avenue 
end of the garden, where Jumbo’s skeleton 
stands, and was chained to a bolt close to it.

STOPPING A DUEL. 


Mrs. Bonanza Mackay’s Flashy Way of 
Dressing—Mrs. Bartlett, the Jury Says, 
Did Not Poison Her Husband—Hans Von 
Bulow in Hot Water—Bismarck Pictures 
at Every Stage of His Career—Measles 
in the Berlin Court. 

Pants, April 17.—{Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. ]— The extraordinary 
series of Macnier duels, which began with a 
sensational combat towards Bois de Boulogne in 
broad daylight in the presence of a photogra- 
pher and over 100 spectators, has not yet 
ended. Magnier subsequentiy fought a duel 
with one of Comte Dion's seconds and was 
wounded. Today, having recovered, he ar- 
ranged to fight a duel in the Bois de Boulogne 
with swords with Thomegevik, Comte Dion's 
other second, but the lona-expected, combat was 
prevented by an incident believed to be with- 
out precedent in the annals of dugling—namely : 
by a writ to stay proceedings issued by a Paris 
tribunal and served on Thomegevik by an offi- 
cer just as he was leaving his apartments with 
his seconds and a surgeon tor dhe battle 
ground. The writ prevented the duel and has 
caused a Paristan sensation. It was issued at 
the instigation of M. Tavernier, one of Mag- 
nier’s former seconds, and was substantially as 

follows: 

Adolphe Tavernier, homme de lettres, summons 
A. Thomegevik, homme de pee, not to flaht a 
duel with Magnier, because Tavernier, well know- 


ing the courage and skill of Thomegevik and fully 
aware that Thomegevik is firmly resolved to kill

The River Commission bas had 
vast funas placed at its disposal, and has en- 
joyed several years of trial before a most pa- 
tient and forbearing public. Yet the money is 
gone, and not one atom—not one infinitesimal 
atom—of result is visible. 

Every condition favors the gentlemanly pro- 
prietors of the outlet enterprise. The country 
has been repeatedly appalled by the borrors of 
those constantly recurring floods. Congress

Other Labor Notes. 


Seventy-seven switchmen in the§employ of 
the Lake Shore Road went out last night at 6:30. 

Shortly before 8 o’clock last night a train of 
freight cars on the Lake Shore Road was made 
up at the Forty-third street yards and started 
out. It stopped at Forty-seventh street, and 
when the engineer attempted to start up again 
it was found that the cars had been uncoupled 
in several places, breaking the train up. The 
nose of the engine was also cut, and the en- 
gineer assaulted and bundled out of the loco- 
motive by acrowd of meu who appeared on 
the scene. Seeing that it was impossibie to go 
furtber the train was run back to Forty-third 


t. 

A somewhat similar occurrence was reported 
on tne Nickel-Piate Road a few hours after- 
‘wards. A train was made up at the Fairbank 
Canning Company's factory, but it bad only 
got to Forty-ninth and Halsted streets when 
gevoral cars were uncoupled and this engineer 
also assaulted and thrown out ot thecab. The 
train was then run back to its starting-point. 
Neither of the engineers was seriously burt.

As the Lake 
Shore employs eight of these men, it frequent- 
ly happens that one or more will be detailed to 
work with union men in some other yard, 
aod when such has been the case in 
the past the union man witb bis non- 
‘union assistants found considerable difficulty 
jn performing the duty to which he was as- 
signed, as he was made to suffer in order to 
reach the others as well. As the number of 
union men in the other yards nocreased the 
dificulties of the Lake Sbore men grew in pro- 

, and finally became of such a charac- 
dur taat relief of some kind became a neces- 
gty. It was with this object in view that the 
mentioned above vas prepared and 
sent to the Lake Sbore officials.

Geoera! Superintendent Wright bas informed 
the eight men that they are to consider them- 
selves in the employ of the company right 
along, whether they do any work or aot, and 
that they will not be asked to do anything that 
will endanger their lives or subject them to 
ill-treatment. The company will stand by 
them, having assurance of ample protection 
from the authorities. The places of the strikers 
will be filied as fast as possible by men brought 
from other portions of che road and new em- 
ployés. Aithough fora day or two the com- 
pany may be unable to take care of much 
freight, the officers do not anticipate any ser- 
ious interruption to traffic. Advertisements 
were inserted in the various morning papers 
calling for fifty competent switchmen to take 
the places of the strikers. 


The Baltimore & Ohio Switchmen. 

There was no change yesterday in the con- 
dition of the Baltimore & Obio switchmen’s 
strike, and no developments which would seem 
to indicate that the strike will be quickly set- 
tled. No freight was moved, afruitiess con- 
ference was held between the men and the 
company, and about seventy engineers, fire- 
men, roundbouse men, and machinists laid off 
at the shops until work sball be resumed. The 
passenger service, meanwhile, goes on as 
usual. The strikers neither aiding nor hinder- 
ing that part of the traffic. The making-up of 
the passenger-trains is now done in Chicago 
instead of at the South Chicago transfer yard, 
as formerly. The work is done by the non- 
union men—or part of them—and assistants. 

A conference was weld from 2 to 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon at the South Chicago yards 
between First Vice-President Oren Smith, who 
arrived in the city yesterday from Baltimore, 
and Richard Scott, George Starboard, and E. 
K. Sigourney, a committee representing the 
strikers. Though lengthy, the conference was 
absolutely without result, and amounted to no 
more than adetfinition by the men of their 
position and a statement of their demands, to- 
gether witb a general discussion of the sub- 
ject. The men, at any rate, do not regard the 
conierence as likely to bring about a settle- 
ment. The laying-off of the engineers, fire- 
men, roundbouse men, and machinists by 
order of General-Foreman C. H. Campbell 
seems to indicate that there is no prospect of 
a speedy settlement of the difficulty. It is un- 
likely, also, that the company wil! attempt at 
present to supply the places of the strikers, 
Division Superintendent Britton baving stated 
yesterday that no stich effort would be made, 
at least for some time. 

The strikers published a card yesterday ia 
the Calumet, at South Chicago, in which it was 
Stated that tae strike is notaunion matter, 
and is not backed by the union, and that they 
do nut demand the discharge vf all non-union 
men. They recognize the right of the company 
to employ any switchman, union or non-union 
mau, but they want the objectionable men re- 
moved and employed in other departments, 
and ask it as Baltimore & Onio employés and 
not as members of the Switchmen’s Mutual 
Benefit Association. As proof of the latter 
statement, chey claim to have with them sev- 
eral switchmen who are not members of that 
associauon. The men say that there are 
about 1,300 switchmen in Chicago, of 
whom all but about fifty are members 
of the association. These non-union switch- 
men have not been admitted to the union, and 
are obnoxious to the rest because of the part 
they took in the strike of 1881. It is claimed 
that they then signed the petitions, went out 
with the mass of the men, and then violated 
their pledges and went to work. There has 
been constant frictiou between the union and 
non-union members since that time, and now 
the union men are asking that the non-union 
men be put to work in some other department. 

There was a rumor yesterday that if the 
strike were not speedily seitled the immense 
rolling mills of the North Chicago Kolling- 
Mi Company at South Chicago would be 
obiiged to shut down for lack of coke and 
other material. From trustworthy sources 
it was ascertained yesterday that there 
was no ' daiger of such a result. 
The mills use about fifty vars of coke a day, 
and about as much coal. This is delivered by 
the Lake Shore, Fort Wayne, and Baltimore & 
Obio Roads in about equal proportions. It will 
therefore be easy to supply the’ deficiency by 
increased shipments over the two former roads. 
The iron ore comes by water entirely. 


The Movement Among the Coopers. 

That the journeymen coopers ot this city 
have grievances to complain of and competi- 
tion from cou vict-Oontract labor that is ruinous 
to their trade and interests seems very apparent 
from the facts and figures they adduce. And 
the manner in which they are proceeding 
to correct the evil which oppresses them is 
such as to win the sympathy of all persons. 
They talk not of strikes nor of boycotts, but 
appeal to the public interests and to those im- 
mediately concerned in their labor for fair 
consideration. They argue that manufactur- 
ing and other interests of the city are injured 
by prison-made barrels and boxes, as weil as 
they and their families. W. H. Muldoon, Chair- 
man ot the joint committee on convict labor 
of the two Coopers’ assembiies of this city, 
said yesterday to a TRIBUNE reporter that they 
expected that the justice of their demands 
would soon be acknowledged by ali interested. 
Ali the principal packers in the city have been 
called upon by the committee, and 
the answers received, though necessarily 


agreements. The stumbling block with the 
packers is that if some of them refused, bere- 
alter, to buy prison work, while others con- 
tinued to do so, the latter would bave an ad- 
vantage in the trade. That Mr. Muldoon did 
not think would be the case, for Fowler Bros., 
who are competing in the same market, say 
that using the products of city coopershops 
is an advantage instead of a detriment to them, 
Out of 250 prison-made barrels an average of 
seventy-five of them will rundry and neces- 
sitate recoopering and refilling with pickle, 
During the busy season the Union Stock- Yards 
employ about 350 men in “trimming” imper- 
fectiy-made barrels, and about 15 per cent of 
the expenditure in that way could be saved by 
the use of barrels made outside of prisons. 
All the packers, Mr. Muldoon said, acknowl 
edged the justice of the coopers’ com- 
plaints, and thought that prison labor should 
not be employed to aggrandize a contractor 
and impoverisu the mechanics. Mr. Armour,

VICTIMS OF EXPLOSIUNS. 


One Man Killed, Half a Dozen Others Badly 
Injured, and Property Scattered to the 
Four Winds—One Thousand Pounds of 
Molten Steel Scattered Over Half a Hun- 
dred People in Pittsburg, Burning Twen- 
ty, Several of Them Dangerously. 

APPLETON, Wie., April 17.—[Special. |—Eight 
cans of giant-powder billed for Shawano, Wis., 
were received at Clintonville, a few miles trom 
this city, over the Milwaukee, Lake Shore & 
Western road at about 8 o'clock this morning, 
In transferring them from the oars to the 
freight depot one cgn exploded and the others 
followed in quick succession from the effects of 
the concussion. The following casualties re- 
sulted: 

ARTHUR EDWARDS, the station baggage-mas- 
ter; instantly killed. 

JAMES RINGWOOD, the night operator; so badly 
burned and cut about the head that it is feared he 
cannot live. | 

JOHN FAAS, & brakeman who was on top of the 
car; blown over the tracks and over a wood-pile to 
to a distance of fifty feet; badly burned and lac- 
erated and will probably die. 

JOHN GAGNON, 4 brakeman on the Oconto 
* also burned and out about the head and 

ace. ‘ 

GEORGE STURM, another brakeman on the Oconto 
branch (whose people live at Appleton); terribly 
scorched, his clothes being nearly burned off. 

FRANK QUINN, employed about the depot and at 
the time of the explosion at work inthe next 
car; struck by a board, which was driven com- 
pletely through the car; injuries not dangerous, 
however, but in attempting to assist Sturm his 
hands were painfully burned, . 

GEORGE HOLLISTER, the conductor, hair and 
beard burned off and injured on the hip bya fly- 
ing splinter, but able to get home on the passen- 
ger. : 

The car and half the adjacent freight depot 
were totally wrecked, the top of the car being 
blown into the air and alighting upon the 
building and platfurm. The jar caused the 
brick on a large building several hundred feet 
distant to fall down from all the sides. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 17.—Shortly before 
noon today, while experiments were being 
made at the iron works of Singer, Nimick & Co. 
in compressing steel, the mold containing over 
1,000 pounds of molten steel suddeniy gave 
way, scattering the metal in every direction. 
Some fifty or sixty persons were witnessing the 
experiment. The accident is supposed to be 
the result of the sand in the mold being damp. 
When the steam pressure was put on the mold 
the compressed molten metal then exploded, 
scattering among the large number of men 
that surrounded it. A panic ensued, and the 
men scattered in every direction in their ea- 
gerness to gain points of safety. As soon as 
the cloud of steam had arisen and the crowd 
of people could again be distinguished it was 
discovered that at least twenty of them had 
been burned, several dangerously. The most 
seriousiy injured are as follows; 

TAMES MACKEY, smelter, dangerously burned 
about the head and upper part of the body. 

ALEX. FOSTER, master mechanic, burned badly 
about head, neck, and arms. 

PETER HESS, worker, burned about neck and face 
severely. 

FRANK NIMICK, member of firm and manager, 
burned about legs, hands, and neck. 

WILLIAM H. SINGER, member of firm, slightly 
scaided. 

PAT MULLEN, arms and face burned. 

MICHAEL OSBORN, burned avout neck and face. 

In addition to these names there were a 
dozen others more or jess injured. Mr. Frank 
Nimick, after his injuries were dressed, was 
taken to his home on Penn avenue. The others 
who were injured were tenderly cared for and 
as soon as possible removed to their homes. 
The damage to the mill was very slight.

Wall Street Men. a 

Wall street business is in such a condition 
that there Is absolutely nothing to say about 
things, and one has therefore to speak about 
men. To repeat day after day and week after 
week that there is neither speculative nor 
legitimate activity in any kind of business be- 
gins to be tiresome, and until much better or 
much worse prospects set init is preferable not 
to speak about business matters at ali. Let 
them run their own course. 

As far as Wall street men are concerned 
there is always something to be said about 
tho m. 

Although ex- President Chester A. Arthur 
was never a Wall street man in the proper 
sense of the word, he has enjoyed great 
popularity among Wall street mea ever since 
the days of his Collectorship of the Port of 
New York, and the present condition of 
his health is causing great anxiety 
to hosts of his old Wall street friends. The 
reticence in regard to the nature and progress 
of his illness makes things only worse, for peo- 
ple argue that if there had been nothing to 
conceal the truth would have been plainly told. 
The facts that his daughter Nellie has been 
called home from school, that his son Alan 
remains day and night in his father’s apart- 
ments, and that no one can get any informa- 
tion from the attending pnysician, Dr. George 
Peters, in regard to his patient’s condition are 
by no means encouraging indications of the 
probability of Mr. Arthur’s recovery. There 
was some intimation given that he probably 
would be soon able to take a short afternoon 
drive, but be has not yet taken it; and then we 
have often seen cases where a sick man is al- 
lowed, for his own and his frienas’ encourage- 
ment, to take some bright afternoon a little 
drive in an open carriage, and take a few days 
later another kind of adrive in a much less 
open vehiole. 

It is curious to observe how prevalent is the 
desire to conceal the actual condition of prom- 
ment people when they are sick. The tendency 
is not peculiartoAmerica. It seems to be uni- 
versal, and it has everywhere the same result 
—namely: that when the patient is dead the 
doctors are abused, the relatives and friends 
of the deceased are pronounced to be either 
fools or knaves, and the settiement of the post- 
mortem affairs of the dead person very much 
embarrassed. In the case of William H. Van- 
derbilt, for instance, it was known for nearly 
three years that a brain disease was making 
alarming progress with him, but none of the 
members of his family or bis business aseo- 
ciates would acknowledge the fact to each 
otmer, and everybody surrounding him was

The professional gambier 
may be occasionally broken down, but he never 
despairs ; it is only the amateur who weakens 
and is capable of a foolish act under the press- 
ure of adversity.

Ohio Troubles. 

Cotumsus, O., April 17.—[Special.j—The 
Legislative Committee of the Ohio State 
Trades and Labor Assembly had a full meet- 
ing here this afternoon, including a represent- 
ative of the State Grange, and drew up the fol- 
lowing memorial for presentation to the Gen- 
eral Assembly: 


The Legislative Board of thé Ohio State Trades 


and Labor Assembly respectfully asks you to take 
some action in reference to the present labor 
trouble at Springfield, this State, with a view 
of correcting abuses growing out of the cor- 
porate laws of the State, as evidenced 
in this lockout at Springtield, and developed 
in the lockouts at East Liverpool in 1882 and in the 
Hocking Valley in 1884. You must be aware thag 
the Champion Works of Springfield, operated by 
William N. Whitely, have locked out their employees 
solely upon the ground that said employés belonged 
to labor organizations; that he has repeatediy 
stated that he would not treat with his employés 
except asindividuais; that he wants to treat with 
them as free men’’—men willing to surrender their 
dearest rights into his keeping. In view of 
the fact that Mr, Whitely belongs to an organized 
combination of capital, covered with the shield of 
the State, with the right and the power to throw all 
the wealth of all the capital of his corporation as 
he wishes against the interests of his employés, 
we feel that his employés should have the right to 
associate themselves together for the protection of 
their interests and be entitied to like protection. 
Holding these views we submit the following pre- 
amble and resolutions for your consideration: 

WHEREAS, The corporate laws of our State were 
enacted for the purpose of fostering investments 
of capital, advencing and perpetuating the inter- 
ests of our people; and 

WHEREAS, Any company or business firm pro- 
tected by corporate laws that by its acts does 
that which is directiy opposed to public policy and 
discriminates against citizen lahorers is guilty of @ 
direct violation of the spirit intent ef the laws 
which grant them the rights and privileges which 
they enjoyed as individual citizens; and 

WHEREAS, The Champion Reaper Company” 
of Springtieild, protected by our corporate laws, has 
refused to treat with organized labor, but insists 
upon treating with its employés as individuals, bas 
by its acts denied to citizen laborers rights and 
privileges like unto those enjoyed by it as a or- 
poration; be it 

That as citizens, whether members 

corporations or employés of corporations, we cre 
entitled to equal rights before the law. and mas- 
much as the troubles between employers and em- 
ployés at the places above referred to have devel- | 
oped the fact that corporations have used their 
corporate rights and privileges to exact from labor 
conditions not in accord with American liberty. we 
ask that you remove this inequality between em- 
ployer and employés by so amending our corporate 
laws as to provide fora revocation of the charters 
of corporations that refuse to labor the right to 
Organize for mutual protection. 


Capital and Labor Notes. 

Boston, April 17.— While a detail of officerd 
was escorting a load of Italian laborers to the 
Hoosac Tunnel dock this morning a iarge crowd 
of striking longshoremen hooted the Italians 
and threw a few bricks at the dray. One of the 
Italians drew a revoiver and fired at the strik- 
ers. The crowd made a rush for the dray. The 


driver lasbed bis horses into a run, and an 
eager race for the wharf ensued, the laborers 
arriving first. The affair has embittéred the 
strikers, and more trouble is expected. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 17.—Affairs in the 
management of the Fitth & Sixth Streets Pas- 
senger Railway Company reached a critical 
stage today, and the Board ot Directors was in 
session for several hours discussing the de- 
mand made upon the company by the Arbitra- 
tion Committee of the Car Drivers’ and Con- 
ductors’ Assembly, Knights of Labor, that 
Warden H. Janney, the Road Superintendent, 
should be discharged on the ground that he ig 
obnoxious to the order. The penalty for non- 
complance, the demand stated, would be the 
tying-up of the line. The directors stated that 
Mr. Janney was a faithful employé and that 
they would not discharge bim. 

The Board of cDirectors baving agreed to di- 
vest Mr. Janney of the power ot dismissing 
employés, the members of the Arbitration 
Committee expressed themseives as satisfied, 
and the matter was ended.

Why Is Not a Grand Jury at Work? 
The grand jury for the March term of the 
Criminal Court finished its labors the last week 
in March, and the April grand jury, which was 
drawn when the March jury was sworn in, 
should bave been ready for business a week or 
twelve days afterwards, yet the summonses 
for the April body are made returnable April 
19—tomorrow. Last Monday the county board, 
acting upon an order from Jack Stevens, Cierk 
of the Criminal Court, drew a grand jury for 
the May term.

The committee finally decided to recommend 
the passage of an ordinance authorizing the 
Mayor and Controller to enter into a contract 
with the Chicago Company to light the North 
and South Divisions, the price to be 81 per 
1,000 cubic feet, and four-foot burners to be 
substituted for those in use. The price for 
cleaning, lighting, and extinguishing is to be 
the same as last year—15 milis a lamp—but 
$2,400 instead of $1,800 was allowed for re 
placing broken giass. The 1885 lighting table 
was adopted, it being figured out that for the 
half-year—the burners cannot be changed be- 
fore June—the saving py following that of 
1884 would be only $9,230, which was consid- 
ered too smali to warrant a shortening of the 
hours for the remainder of the year. 

Mayor Harrison said yesterday that the 
Council could, if it desired, repeal the ordi- 
nance authorizing the contract with the West 
Side Gas Company, but the action would not 
operate as to the past. He knew sothing ofa 
movement to this end. Mr. Billings had prom- 
ised to cut down the hours 60 as to save at least 
$40,000, and the Mayor believed he would do so. 


THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


More and Better Accommodations Needed 
for Certain Classes of Patients—Rellef Im- 
possible Because of Scarcity of Funds. 

At the meeting of the Committee on Chari- 
ties of the County Board yesterday a committee 
from the Medical Board of the County #os- 
pital were present to urge the necessity of 
taking some means of incfeasing the accommo- 
dation for patients. Dr. Smith read 
the communication to the County 
Board from the Medical Hoard, which was 
presented at its meeting Monday last, wherein 
it was shown that overcrowding was liable to 


entail serious consequences at any time, witb- 
out considering the result in case of epidemics. 


This excess should be provided for, 
as well as a vacant room for use 
in case of emergency. Another de- 


ficiency exists regarding bathmg facilities. 
There must be separate barracks and bathing- 
rooms for each class of infectious diseases, 
and also a special ward for eye 
and ear patients. There are now fifty ere 
cases in the infirmary, living at the expense of 
the county and only requiring the special serv- 
ices of an oculist to make them self-support- 


The medical men were invited to express 
their views on the subject. Dr. Guerin said 
the obstetric department was at present about 
one-third as large as was required. Another 
ward is also needed in the medical department 
and another surgical ward. Warden MoGarigle 
said that in one ward, intended to accommo 
date forty patients, there were now 

Com missioner Klehm said the 
board was perfectly willing to assist the Medi- 
eal Board in its demands, but the county had 
no money to do what was asked. If the public 
would view the matter in its proper light the 
trouble could be remedied; if not, then tne 
patients would have to suffer. He saw no way 
of cutting down the county’s expenses. He 
could not give the Medical Board much en- 
oouragement until the Assessor's report came 
in. If the present assessment was not larger 
than in the last three or four years the board 
could not spare $1 for the desired improve- 
ment. 

Commissioner Lynn belived the only way in 
which the county’s revenue could be increased 
was by an assessment or the issuing of bonds. 
Klehm asserted that if property was taxed at 
ove-third of its real value the county would 
have plenty of meney. If bonds for $500,000 
were issued the yearly interest would amount 
to $20,000. The committee assured the Medical 
Committee that they would do all in their 
power to assist them in their wishes. 


MEMORIAL-DAY, - 


Visit of Gen. Ransom Post of St. Louis That 
Day, Headed by Gen. Sherman—Prepara- 
tions for Its Reception. 

The committee of the city Grand Army posts 
to receive the Gen. Ransom Post of St. Louis 
Memorial Day met at the Sherman House last 
night. The visiting post will bring 200 mem- 
bers, with Gen. Sherman in command, and will 
arrive over the Wabash Saturday morning, 
May 29. They will march to the Grand Pacific, 
headed by the Jefferson Barracks Band of St. 
Louis, and later in the day will go to Graceland 
and pay their respects to the memory of Gen. 
Ransom at his tomb there. The addressee wiil 
be delivered by Gen. Sherman, Gov. Oglesby,

Meeting of the Village Board of Trustees— 
Relating to Saloons—General and Per- 
sonal. 

The Hyde Park Village Board of Trustees 
met last evening.

A remonstrance was present- 
ed against any prospective granting of a street- 
railway franchise on Sixty-third street. An 
Ordinance prohibiting saloons in the ter- 
ritory bounded by Sixty-third and Six- 
ty-seventh streets, Stony Island avenue 
and State street, upon petition of the 
residents of the district, was brought up for 
éngrossment.

THE WEEK IN GERMANY. 


EMIGRANTS [MUST PROVE THAT THEY 
ARE NOT PAUPERS. 


Bismarck’s Birthday—The Chancellor's Bit- 
ter Onslaught on the Socialistse—The Pro- 
posed Tax on Spirits—Distribution of 
Polish and German Possessions in Posen 
and West Prussia—No Seamen at Sylt— 
Illiberality in Saxony—A Waistcoat Pict- 
ure of Bismarck. 


The fact that during the year 1885 not less 
than 1,000 paupers—1. e., would-be immigrants— 
who arrive absolutely penniless and incapable 
of earning a living, have been sent back by the 
United States authorities tothe ports they 
came from istroubling the German Govern- 
ment, not so much on account of the German 
paupers returned, but for the number of Poles, 
Russians, and Bobemians it has had to take 
care of after their involuntary return to 
Bremen and Hamburg. Fearing that in the 
future the watchfulness of the United States 
might be aptto increase, and with it its own 
burdene, the German Government has begun 
to imitate the example set by our Government, 
and, constituting. itself an auxiliary to the 
Commussioners of Immigration at New Vork, 
has decreed that all Russians, Poles, Bohe- 
mians, etc., who intend to emigrate to Amer- 
ica, before being permitted to pass through 
German territory, will bave to prove that they 
are not paupers. Special officers bave been 
stationed for this purpose at Ratibor, Leob- 
schuetz, Myslowitz in Silesia, and at Liebau, 
Mittenwalde, Ziegenhals, and Siedenberg.

Prince Bismarck celebrated his 71st birth- 
day in the usual manner. The Crown Prince 
and Prince Wilheim were among the first con- 
gratulants, and as a matter of course all the 
Ministers, Secretaries, and Under-Secretaries of 
State, all the higher civil officers ot che Em- 
pire and of Prussia, and a great number of the 
members of the Reichstag and the Landtag 
made their appearance. Not less than 800 con- 
gratulatory letters and about as many tele- 
grams were received, also a great number of 
presents, mostly rare delicacies, among which, 
however—for the first time for many years— 
the 100 plovers’ eggs from Jever were missing, 
as owing to the long winter in Germany the 
plover has deferred the fulfillment of his 
family obligations. At 2 p. m. the Emperor 
cailed and remained for some time pleasantly 
chatting—a fact which the cable omitted to 
mention, although it noticed the visit of the 
Crown Prince,

The debate in the Reichstag on the pro- 
longation of the Anti-Socialistic law was very 
interesting, as Bismarck took a personal part 
in the discussion. The fullowing drastic utter- 
ance should not be lost. Addressing himself 
directly to the Socialistic Deputies, he said: Al- 
ready on former occasions! have expressed my 
disapproval of you, in that you evidently fear 
to draw the last consequences of your system 
and iack the courage to fully make public your 
real and entire program. I can find your aims 
published jin Goethe's Faust,“ in all )that 
which Faust in his anger. anathematizes. 
He damns that which clerishes our 
heart as wife and child and chattels, be 
damus hope and belief, and, before all, patience. 
Here we have exactly the social democratic 
program, the negation of all which life makes 
worth living. Mr. Bebel in a certain menacing 
manner just gave vent to the expression that 
if certain things came to pass the freedom of 
murder would be the consequence. Bebel had 
said that if the Russian condition of things 
ever prevailed in Germany the people would 
have the right to seek redress by murder. 
You will therefore see for yourself whether it 
would be commendable to introduce Russian 
conditions here. Such menaces have no terror 
for us, for when your system sbould prevail 
life would be worth solittle that I should thank 
him who would deliver me trom it. Then sur 
cide would become epidemic, because exist- 
ence would become so execrable in the peni- 
tentiary, which is your highest idealof the 
future State. Therefore, before you get there, 
shoot me down, and all who mean well to- 


ward us.“

The proposed tax on spirits, which is to 
take the place of the rejected spirit-monopoly 
is getting into shape. Its fundamental feat- 
ures are said to be: The revenue if to be in- 
creased by a tax on consumption. The tax is 
to be laid on the raw article, before it enters 


the rectifying establishments, by forbidding its 
sale for immediate consumption and making 
rectitication obiigatory. The tax is to be paid 
after rectification, and before sale, and will 
amount to 23 cents on the gallon, American 
proof, in the first year, 27 cents in the second, 
and 37 cents in the third year, after the adop- 
tion of the law. The capacity-tax is also to be 
increased. 

The Prussian Landtag has voted the $24,000,- 
000 asked for the expropriation of Polish land- 
owners. By the written report made on the 
subject to the House ot Representatives when 
the bill came up for discussion, it appears that 
already at present the German ele- 
ment has possession of the major 
part of the large estates in the former Polish 
provinces. In the Province of Posen there are 
2,057 estates, containing 1,584,297 hectares, 13 
per cent of which, or 203,955, are public or 
church property, while of the rest 1,010 estates, 
coutaining 723,899 hectares, are in German 
and 649 estates, with 656,749 hectares, in Polish 
bands. In the southern or Marienwerder de- 
partment of West Prussia the area in German 
hands is 46 per cent !arger tban that in posses- 
sion of Polish land-owners, and if the northern 
or Danzig department 52 per cent.

A remarkable change has taken place dur- 
ing the last twenty or thirty years in the social 
relations of the population of Sylt. one of the 
larger islands near the coast of Schleswig, es- 
pecially since the island began to be sought 
for by invalids as a bathing-place. Formerly 
nearly the whole male population of the island 
was a seafaring one, and in 1850 there were 
counted amongst its 300 seamen 136 Captains 
and mates. In 1878 the number of sea- 
faring men bad dwindled down to eighty-eight, 
although the population had increased, and 
only seven Captains and thirty-three mates 
were among them. In the small Village of 
Rantum, which forty years ago counted among 
its inhabitants nine Captains, all brothers, and 
several mates, today not asingle seaman is to 
be found. This is adecided loss to the German 
merchant-marine, as the seamen from the 
Frisian Islands were always sought for on ac- 
count of their courage and seamanship. As 
said before, this is mostly due to Sylt becoming 
a bathing-piace and to the opportunities thus 
given to the population to earn a livelihood at 
home. But to some extent the decided im- 
provement which of late has taken placein the 
state of agriculture on the island has helped to 
cause the change.

A terrible accident took place March 30 in 
the dynamite factory at Foerde, near Olpe, in 
Westphalia, five workingmen being killed by 
the explosion of some cartridges they were fill- 
ing. The factory was just rebuilt after the 
accident which destroyed it and the hives of 
three of its employés only a few months ago. 
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The annual market (Messe) at Mainz, 
which, although not of apy consequence in a 
commercial sense, still brings giee to the un- 
sophisticated part of the population, was cru- 
elly interrupted by a dire calamity the night 
of Aprill. A fire broke out in a monkey show 
just after the evening performance was over, 
and in a few minutes three of the shows and 
several flying photographic ateliers were en- 
veloped in flames and totally destroyed, to- 
gether with their contents. Luckily the wind 
blew toward the Rhine, else all the shows in 
the market-place, among which was a large 
and valuable inanagerie; would have been de- 
stroyed. The monkey show lost all its mon- 
keys, ponies, dogs, goats, etc., and only its ele- 


phant was saved.

PLEDGED TO PURITY. 


A Young Men’s Movement in New York 
and Brooklyn for the Promotion and 
Practice of Social Purity—The Question 
of the Ballet — How Chorus Girls Are 
Hired in the Metropolis. 

New YorK, April 17.—{Special.|—The Nean- 
iskoi ie an association of young men for the 
promotion and practice of social purity. It is 
connected with St. Luke’s Protestant Epis 
copal Church, Brooklyn, and it means to be 
aggressive. The members pledge themselves 
to stay out of evil resorts, and their method 
of determinmg their duty in this respect is to 
abide by a majority vote in case any doubt 
arises. The ballot as to burlesque theatricals 
with girls in tights was unanimously con- 
demnatory, but the question as t» the ballet in 
conjunction with grand opera is not so easily 
settled. Several of the young men are under 
charges for going to see a spectacular ballet, 
given by the American opera company, bat 
altogether a pantomimic and instrumental 
affair, there being no vocalism in it. They de- 
fend themselves on the ground that ministers 
and other religious folks were seen there, and 
that the show was high att. The decision has 


| not yet been reached. 


In the matter of unclad choruses for bur- 
lesques and comic operas the indecencies have 
become so great, not only in the costuming 
but in the social misconduct of the girls, that 
the Neaniskoi could not well be divided in 
opinion. Nevertheless they have found 
through investigation by a committee that 
rumors of flagrant immoralities connected 


with the recruiting of these companies are not 
entirely truthful. The stories went that pret- 
ty sbhopgiris, tempted by a prospect of good 
pay and etage fame, applied in great numbers 
for engagements, and thereupon were sub- 
jected to most demoralizing scrutiny as to 
their physical shapeliness. These accounts 
turn out to be exaggerations. Nearly all the 
hiring of chorus giris in New York is done in 
an office in Broadway, near Thirt first street, 
by an operator who has for years had a mo- 
nopoly in that branch of the business. A 
Stairway at No. 1267 leads up to the two rooms 
occupied by the curious business. The 
first apartment has the common aspect of 
an Office, with desks behind a brass railing. 
The boss of the concern is Ed Rice, noted in 
the burlesque line. The assistunts are his 
brother, Charley Rice; Berrie Jarrett, son of 
Black Crook’ Jarrett, and therefore familiar 
since boyhood wit the ballet business; John- 
nie Campbell, son of Bartiey Campbeil; and 
Actor Tarr, the practical trainer of novices. 
The applications are so numerous that the 
corps is kept busy. The candidates are var“ 
ous, Some are from the working-girls class; 
more are from the ranks of the professionally 
vicious; but the majority are young women 
who have had somethmg of a schooling in vo- 
calism. The old bands out of a job so swell the 
throng that the premises are usually full of 
waiters for interviews. These are accorded by 
Ed Rice personally in the second or inner of 
the two rooms. A bright maiden sent in to re- 
port her experience in pretending to seek an 
engagement says tnat the room contained two 
desks, several chairs, a sideboard, and an up- 
right piano. Rice received ber with business- 
like briskuess. 

Let me hear you sing,“ be said, taking his 
sent at the piano; select anything you please 
I only want to hear your voice.“ 

She complied. He told her that she would 
do, and that if she desired to begin at $6 a week 
on trial she might do 80. She saw no impro- 
priety. Rice requested her, at the outset, to 
lay aside her cloak; and that was manifestly 
done in order that he could see what sort of a 
figure sbe would out; but there was no inti- 
mation of further examination. The employés 
of the office say that a girl must possess a 
fairly-strong claim to good looks to start with, 
a bright, pretty face being positively requisit. 
This quality is possessed by three-fourths of 
ailthe applicants. Many are rejected at the 
very threshold because they are too tail 
or too short. A little above the medium hight 
is the desired stature. An erect, weli-propor- 
tioned form is also essential, and a glance re- 
veals whether it is or isn’t possessed. With 
average regularity of shape, the rest can easily 
be done by artifice. If, then, the novice has a 
pleasing face and a promising figure, the all- 
important test of her voice is made, and here 
she probably fails; but it she succeeds she is 
turned right over to Tarr, who has her cos- 
tumed, padded, and drilled for use. The con- 
clusion reached by thorough inquiry is that in 
the engagement of these chorus girls no inde- 
cencies are perpetrated. But they are not com- 
pelled to pass any examination as to morals, 
and the management of no company in New 
York City undertakes the slightest discipline 
Outside the stage door. 


BOYCOTTING CITIZENS, 


The Boycott a Poor Cure for Labor Trou- 
bles—Tyranny Which Should Be Stopped— 
Boycotting in General Disfavor. 

The arrest of boycotters who bave been try- 
ing for weeks to destroy the business of Mra, 
Gray, the baker, and who have only succeeded 
in greatly increasing that business by arousing 
the public sense of justice, will be an unpleas- 
ant reminder to them that they have been en- 


gaged in violating the laws. Most of them are 
of foreign birth, and perhaps they were not 
aware that in this free country nobody bas a 
right to interfere in that fashion with his neigh- 
bor’s business. The law protects citizens bere 
against conspiracy to ruin them, and though 
the Knights, se called, may plead that they 
have not ruined Mrs. Gray, but, on the con- 
trary, quite the reverse, there is not a doubt 
that they bave tried as bard as they could to 
destroy her bonest industry, and so have been 
violating laws enacted to protect the freedom 
of every citizen. 

In New Haven the question comes up in a 
different shape. The Joarnal and Courter has 
been boycotted, and walking delegates” 
have threatened advertisefs with dire penal- 
ties if they did not withdraw their advertise- 
ments from the paper. Applying to the courts, 
the newspaper secured an injunction under 
which persons engaged in assailing its busi- 
ness were brought into court. That was but 
the beginning, however. These persons are 
liable to prosecuuon for conspiracy to destroy 
the business of the journal, which is protected 
by the law in its rights, just as a private citi- 
zen is protected.— New York Tribune.

New York, April 17.—|Special.]—The proot- 
sheet of a circular will be submitted to the 
Central Labor Union’s regular Sunday meeting 
tomorrow, with a view to baving it multiplied 
under official sanction for wide distribution.

demnatory of the mob violence in 
the West and construes it as 
a self-arraignment. As proof of this 


charge an account is given of the wresting of 
the Erie Railroad property from Gould by the 
rightful proprietors in 1872. The paragraph 
with the point in it is as follows: Jay Gould 
was in illegal and forcible possession of the 
Erie Road, and the sharebolders had endeav- 
ored in vain through the courts to gain their 
simple richts. In vartnership with Jim Fisk, 
he bad commanded the services of such cor 
rupt Judges as Barnard, MoCunn, and Cardozo, 
and the support of the Tweed ring; but just at 
this time the three Judges were unbenched, 
Fisk had been killed by Stokes, and the Tweed 
ring was broken. The defrauded stock holders 
deemed it an opportune time to assert their 
rights, and they undertook to do 80, but Jay 
Gould, the man who now deplores * mob vio- 
lence’ and contemns ‘defiance of properly 
constituted authorities,’ attempted to defeat 
justice and law by employing a mo of the 
worst cut-throats and bullies to be collected in 
the City of New York. With these scoundrels 
be for a time defied the law, held possession of 
the property belonging to others, and was 
finally ousted only by the generalship of Dan- 
iel E, Sickies. Jay Gould is not the men to 
prate about the wickedness of mob law. 

The events thus recalled occurred March 11. 
1872. A large proportion of Erie stock was 
held by English capitalists, who bad been able 
to get no returns from the Fisk-Gould man- 
agement. They were known as the McHenry 
party, and they had tried persistently through 
the New York courts to oust the two men who 
had seized the property; but the infamous 
Judge Barnard bad invariably defeated them 
by issuing injuuctions. On one occasion he 
opened court in the parlor of Josie Mansileld, 
the mistress of Fisk, and he committed a series 
of judicial outrages that resulted in his die- 
grace. Gen. Sickles was then the United States 
Minister to Spain. Abroad he met some of the 
aggrieved shareholders, and in conversation 
with them declared that a successful move 
could be made against Gould, under the altered 
circumstances of Fisk’s death and the Tweed 
downfall. They wished him to undertake it. 
He agreed to take the job at $25,000 in advance 
and $100,000 more when it should be successful. 
The bargain was made on those terms, 
and Hamilton Fish, then Secretary of State, 
granted to Sickies a leave vi absence for three 
months. The plaa was to make a great ado of 
attacking Gould in the courts and the Legis- 
lature, and thus divert his attention from the 
polut of real assault, which was in the direc 
tory of the company. Sickles knew that a ma- 
jority of the directors would turn against 
Gould as soon as they became convinoed of 
safety in doing so. Secretly they were con- 
vinoed of the right and feasibility of putting 
the McHenry party in possession. The mora- 
ing of March 11 the mine was sprung. Gould 
was to be deposed in a meeting of the direct- 
ors. He cgot news of the intention early, and 
it was then that his recourse to violence—tbe 
matter referred to in the Labor Union circular 
—toek place amidst much excitement. The 
ottic:s of the company were in the Grand- 
Opera House Building, and Gould resoivei to 
keep out the enemy by force. They included 
such men as John A. Dix, William R. Travers, 
S. L. M. Barlow, and Gen. George B. McClellan, 
all led by Sickles, and justified by an order of 
the Supreme Court. Gould hastily sent to Tom 
Lyneh, a keepef of an oyster saloon on tue 
wharfs, and within two hours Lyueh arrived 
with 200 roughs. It subsequently transpired 
that this force had been organized for months. 
It consisted of the tougbest men to be enlisted, 
and they had been placed on the Erie pay- 
rolls at $10 a month, with no duties except to 
hold themselves in readiuess for an instant call 
to do some fighting under Lynch's orders. 
They were massed in the vestibules and corri- 
dors of the Grand Opera-House before 
the stockholders’ representatives arrived, 
and they refused to let anybody enter. 
Gould barricaded himself in an inner room, in 
order that no legal paper could be served on 
him. The directors were met on attempting to 
go in by the 200 roughs. The police were then 
under Superintendent Kelso, who bad been a 
servitor of the Tweed ring, but now he deemed 
it best to go with the new current, and be sent 
300 policemen to the scene of the rioting. 
Gould’s mob quailed before this force and de- 
clined to fight. Sickles captured the premises, 
broke in the door of Gould’s room with a crow- 
par, and served a writ of ejectment on Gould. 
Besides losing the management of Erie, Gould 
was by court processes forced to give up prop- 
erty worth $8,000,000 that he bad personaily 
acquired. Sickles got his $125,000, and by in- 
vesting it remuneratively is now possessed of 
full half a million.

The Old Landmarks Disappear and, in Spite 
of the Astors, It Gets a New Name. 
New York, April 17.—[Special.|—The pres- 
ent beads of the Astor family, and owners of 
the undivided millions, have some real estate in 
Chatham street, as they have in nearly every 
New York street, for their agents are ever on 


‘the bunt for bargains in houses and ground in 


big or little quantity. Paddy Divver is the 
Alderman of the Sixth Ward, which includes 
that famous thoroughfare. Paddy keeps a 
dirty groggery, and that makes him so influen- 
tial in his section of the town that in a hot cam- 
paign for the Common Council he beat Fatty 
Walsh. the chief gambier of the ward. As a 
faro-banker is a god thereabouts, and the 
humbiest doorkeeper of a gaming-hell is a 
Strutter, the exploit of Paddy in beating Fatty 
needs no further glorification.

Its once noted Jew clothiers are gone, 
its hundred concert-hails have dwindled 
to halt a dozen, and it has become tamely con- 
ventional. The only remainders of former 
uniqueness are disappearing Paddy’s saloon 
is gorgeous On a corner, and in his pride of 
estate and office he resolved to wipe the name 
Chatham from the street and call it Park 
Row, as a continuation of the section already 
so called. He introduced a resolution in the 
boord, as he would pronounce it, and it was 
laid over for action at tne next meeting. Now, 
Chatham street was named in honor of the 
only British Earl who, before the Revolution, 
advocated America’s cause in the House of 
Lords. One of his speeches was made familiar 
in your childbood’s reading book. Therefore 
many New-Yorkers disliked the idea of chang- 
ing the title of Chatham street. One of these 
was William B. Astor, and he sent an agent to 
expostulate with Paddy. Ef Misther Asthor 
wishes to consoolt wid me,” said the Alderman, 
leaning across the bar and speaking with much 
dignity, **he’s got a roight to come here fer to 
do it.

Weck Before Last a Better One than the 
One Just Closed—The 25-Cent Eastern 
= Rate Responsible for This Condition of 
Affairs—A Reduction Looked For Short- 
ly, However—General Notes. 

Although about 300,000 bushels export wheat 
were forced out of the elevators during the 
last week because winter storage expired 
April 15, most of which went East by the pool 
- lines, yet the shipments of flour, grain and pro- 
visions from Chicago and points common 
thereto show a small decrease even from the 
light tonnage of the week previous. The ship- 
meuts by the seven pool lines during the last 
week amounted to 18,644 tons, against 18,937 
tons for the week previous. For the corre- 
sponding week last year the total shipments 
umounted to 70,519 tons, making a decrease of 
51,875 tons. Thefact that with the favorable 
conditions for heavy business during the week 
sbipments did not increase shows that so long 
as the Eastern roads maintain the 25-cent rate 
from Chioago to New York business will con- 
tinue as aull as at present. Not only 
do the bigh rutes force business to the lakes. —

roads will show a heavy tonnage and others 
very small tounage, which might be construed 
to create the impression that the roads 
which carried an unusually large tonnage had 
secured the advantage by cutting the rates, 
while in fact it was due to the turning over of 
business to such roads by the roads in excess 
of their aliotted per cent.

The Milwaukee's Energy. 

Sroux Crrr. Ia., April 17.—A good deal of 
stir was created in railroad circles today by the 
appearance of a large force of Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul graders and the beginning 
of work a few miles east of this city. The com- 
pany bas had in contemplation for some time 
the building of a road from this city to a con- 
nection with the Council Bluffs & Chicago line 
at or near Defiance, a distance of about eighty- 
five miles. The provosed lines of the Sioux City 
& Des Moines parallels the Defiance line for a 
number of miles east of the city, and the sud- 
den movement of the Milwaukee Company is 
suposed to have been prompted by a desire to 
first occupy the ground. It is said the entire 
line is under contract, and that the work will 
be pushed to an early completion. 


The War on Northwestern Freight Rates. 
A meeting of the managers of the lines in- 
terested in the business between Chicago and 
St. Paul will be held tomorrow morning to see 
_ what can be done to stop the present disastrous 
wat on Northwestern freight rates. The fact 
_ that the meeting has been called was kept very 
secret, which indicates that the managers have 
but little hope of bringing about 4 satisfactory 
settlement of the Northwestern difficulties. 
The probabie outcome of the meeting will be a 
| plight advance in the rates to prevail through 
the summer, as the present extraordinary low 
rates are inflicting heavy losses upon all the 
lines.

As to Small Houses and Lots. 

There was considerable comment last week 
on the slackness of the demand for small lots 
for building purposes and for houses such as 
working people usually want. It is the time 
of the year when there ought to be a good deal 
of activity in that department of the business, 
but a number of those concerns that have 
heretofore built and sold many houses or sold 
lots to people intending to build reported that 
they had done next to nothing, and that the 
outiook was not encouraging. Two reasons 
were given for this state of things. One was 
that people in moderate circumstances did not 
appear to be so flush with funds as in other 
years, and the other wae that the builders 
were afraid ot the labor troubles and the in- 
creased cost of building. A reduction of the 
working day from ten to eight hours would in- 
crease the cost of putting up houses 20 per 
cent, and persons of experience in such vent- 
ures say that they hesitate to make any plans, 
as their profits of late years have been none 
too large even on the ten-hour basis. Compe- 
tition has increased greatly, and the time 1s 
past when building cottages to sell was a sure 
road to fortune. On the side of the buyers, 
too, something has been learned by experience. 
Many of them have been badly taken in by 
poor work in past years. In many cases a cot- 
tage that was pleasing to look at when it was 
new proved to be a very unsubstantial affair 
and not worth balf the money paid for it. 
This bas made them more careful, and builders 
have found that they must put up structures 
that a little whiff of wind will not go through 
as it would through a sieve. It is thought 
that if the demands of the laborers do not 
prove to be so great as to have been foresbad- 
owed, or if there are no serious strikes in this 
city by the Ist of May, there will be a revival 
of the plans tor building. But many of the 
contractors will wait till after that date de- 
tore making any hard and fast contracts as to 
cost. In certain parts of the city and suburbs 
where land was lad out for the purpose last 
fall or earlier there is now a good deal of 
building. Among these pointsare Englewood 
and South Englewood. To the west of the 
city, too, there are some areas of activity.

CURRENT MATTERS OF INTEREST IN 
THE GREEN ISLE. 


Mr. Parnell’s Prospective Appearance in the 
Literary World as the Author of “ Lady 
Drusilla”—The Tireless Davitt—The Late 
Archbishop Trench—Two Epitaphs—In- 
teresting Experiments—T. P. O’Connor on 
the Irish Soreheads, Cranks, and Muti- 

_ meers.’”’ 

The story is given out, on authority ap- 
parently good, that Mr. Parnell is about to 
make his first appearance in the literary world. 
He is said to be the author of Lady Drusilla,” 
a novel in press in London, Why not? It is 
true that he is not ot the type of men who 
write novels. If one may judge by his dieuon 
as aspeechmaker, be is not possessed of what 
the French call the gift of style. Indeed, he 
ig not always straight in his grammar, and he 
ig generally crooked in his rhetoric woenever 


be employs sentences af more than one sub- 


ject and one predicate. But want of literary 
manner has never deterred from novel-writing 
politicians who are not professional literary men 
nor protesslonal literary meu who are not politi- 
clans. Moreover, literary pursuits have been 
the refuge of politicians from the days of tne 
most active of the Greek statesmen down to the 
days of Disraeil, Gladstone, Thiers, and James 
G. Blaine. Men of even less note in politics 
bave deen bappy in the asylum such occupa- 
tion afforded from the less agreeable and 
more exbausting demands of party pressure 
and personal ambition. Lord WUbestertield is 
best known by liicrary work; be did the hard- 
est political service in Ireland. Spenser found 
time amid the exciting duties of Irish Secre- 
tary to write some of bis noblest verse. Some 
of the best fruite of Raleigh's fancy ripened in 
Iroland. Why sbouid not Parneli write a novel 
am.d the leafy silences of Wicklow? Besides, 
the impulse toward literature should come to 
bim by beredity. Thomas Parnel:, the friend 
of Swift, Addison, Congreve, and Pope, and 
himselt a poet, was oue of his ancestors. That 
the story may be true is confirmed by the 
fact of Mr. Parneli’s frequent, long, and 
mysterious disappearances from the scene of 
political warfare. When Sheridan was absent 
from the House of Commons for days at a time 
there were expectations of a new play, ora 
witty poem, or a batch of new jokes carefully 
elaborated and held in reserve to be emitted, 
like spontaneous sparks, ou the first opportu- 
nity. When’ Edmund Burke was out of bis 
piace an essay was expected in a print. When 
Addison was Secretary in Ireland be sent Tom 
Steele his contributions for the Tatler; and it 
was his graceiul yerbosity in the Spectator that 
procured him, unopposed, his seat in Para- 
ment.

Admitting that the eight-hour system will in- 
crease the cost of production by the amount 
of increase in wages, which would be equal to 
20 per cent of the wages, we find that £0 per 
cent of 14 per cent is less than 3 per cent of 
the value of products. But the large percent- 
age of profit On the amount of capital invested 
shows that the employers could afford to pay

If the profits of manufacturing in Illinois 
were equal to the figures cited by Mr. O'Neil 
there would be a rusoa of unemployed capital 
into this state from all parts of the 
Capitalists are glad to get 5 or 6 per or 
even 4, for their surplus money: and if the 
average profit of manufacturing in the Prairie 
State is 50 per cent—or, more exactly, $67.6 on 
each $141 invested—it is very curious that the 
fact has never till now been made publia, and 
we fear there will soon be a rush into manu- 
facturing of all kinds in Illinois that by com- 
petition will knock these bonanza profits into 
a cocked bat. 

But to speak seriously, Mr. O’ Neil has been 
misled by the census tables from which he 
quotes—he supposing thatethe cost of mate- 
rials and wages paid the workmen employed 
in fabrication constituted the whole cost of 
the manufactured articles to the capitalists. 

The following items of expense are not em 
braced in the value of raw materials and wages 
of employés: 

1. Cost of coal for steam-power, cost of 
water-power, cost of animal-power. 

2. Cost of repairs, replacements of new ma- 
ohinery and of old bulidings by new ones. 

3. Taxes of all kinds, insurance, light, water, 
stationery, printing, advertising, postage, tele- 
graphing. 

4. Commissions to agents, cost of freight on 
consigned goods, bad debts, discounts for cash. 

5. Interest on borrowed money, discounts on 
customers’ notes cashed in bank. 

6. Legal expenses for lawyers and lawsuits, 
cost of accidents, subscriptions to charities 
and all kinds of purposes to which business 
men are socially compelled to contribute. 

7. Living expenses ot ‘tne directing proprie- 
tors of the 14,549 manufacturing establish- 
ments engaged in 221 different branches of 
— employing 144,717 hired opera- 

ves. |

ANCIENT TUNNELS. 


The Romans as Engineers and Some of Their 
Works. 

If you leave with me Naples by carriage 
(although we might go by steam train, narrow 
gage railroad) we immediately go through a 
tunnel three-quarters of a mile long, cut right 
through a mountain 800 feet high. This tun- 
nel is driven through a volcanic rock called 
tufa, which is about as bard as the Indiana 
** freestone ’’ found in the vicinity of the bluffs 
of White River, near Waverly. When was this 
tunnel (which forms the highway for the whole 
country west of Naples) cut through the 
Mountain of Posilippo? The answer to this 
inquiry wiil be interesting to all engineers, and 
ig worthy a place in your railroad ** colyume,’’ 
which keeps us posted up in the railway traflic 
and in the diamond-paned, nickel-plated Union 
Depot.“ This tunnel of Posilippo, as it now 
exists, was cut through only twenty-seven 
years before Christ, and, therefore, has 
the juvenile age of 1913 years, or is 1519 
years older than the discovery of America by 
Christopher Columbus. Augustus Cesar's 
great Minister of Public Works, Marcus Agrip- 
pa, Made the present tunnel—or he may have 
enlarged it from a smaller one that answered 
the commercial communications and necessi- 
ties of the days before the empire. This tun- 
nel is today, as 1 said, the great highway to the 
heart of Naples, as it has been for more than 
1,900 years. The great Appian way ran to 
Capua, within thirty miles of Puteoli, thence 
this magnificent Roman high road, under the 
name of the Consular way, was continued to 
Puteoli, and then the Consular way pushed on 
through Neapolis (Naples), Herculaneum, 
Pompeii, Stabia, Nucera, Sarernuam, Paestum 
gown to Rbeuim. This tunnel of Posilip- 
was formerly called the grotto or 
tunnel of Puteoli. The ancients worked 
in this manner—viz.: they degau their 
perforations at each end, and also from 
above in two places equidistant from the 
termini of the tunnel. The guide books, both 
Murray and Baedekar, will tell you the per- 
forations or shafts from above were made by 
Alfonso I. in the fifteenth century, which is al- 
together wrong. No less than four tunnels of 
Roman construction existed in the vicinity of 
Naples, and they, all of them, even the latest, 
rediscovered and opened in 1842, have shafts 
from above. 
The Romans were great road, tunnel, and 
bridge builders, and we have never yet given 
their engineers half the credit which we should 
for their great svience and skill. Nowhere, 
not even in the City of Rome, or on the Ro- 
man Campagna, dre there so many evidences 
of their engineering skill as are to be found in 
the vicinity of Naples. A young architect 
from London, with whom I have recently gone 
over these classic scenes, has been perfectly 
astonished at the engineering abilities dis- 
played by the Romans in their public and pri. 
vate works near Naples. I have been glad to 
see that at the recent meeting of the British 
Association of Science, held at Aberueen, Scot- 
land, Mr. B. Baker, an eminent British civil 
engineer, read a paper recalling certain engi- 
neering feats of the ancients. As there are 
many engineers and othere who are readers of 
the Journal, I think it will interest them for 
me to quote one portion of Mr. Baker's paper. 
Mr. Baker says: “I have no doubt that as 
able and enterprising engineers existed prior 
to the age of steam and steel as now exist, and 
their work was as beneficial to mankind, though 
different in direction. In the important mat- 
ter of water supply to towns, indeed, I doubt 
whether, having reference to facility 
of execution, even greater works were pot 
done 2,000 years ago than now. Herodotus 
speaks of a tunnel, eight. feet square and 
nearly a mile long, driven through a mountain 
in order to supply the City of Samos with wa- 
ter, and his statement, though long doubted, 
was verified in 1882, through the abbot of a 
neighboring cloister accidentally unearthing 
some stone slabs. The German Arch®ologica! 
Society sent out Ernst Fabricius to make a 
complete survey of the work, and the record 
reads like that of a modern engineering un- 
dertaking. Thus from a covered reservoir in 
the bills proceeded an arched conduit about 
1,000 yards long, partly driven as a tunnel and 
partly executed on the ‘cut and cover’ system 
adopted on the London underground railway. 
The tunnel proper, more than 1,100 yards in 
length, was hewn by hammer and chisel 
through the solid limestone rock. It was 
driven from the two ends like the great Aipine 
tunnels, without intermediate sbafts, and the 
engineers of 2,400 yeurs ago might weil be 
congratulated for getting only some dozen 
feet outof level and little more out of line. 
From the lower end of the tunnel branches 
were constructed to supply the city mains and 
fountains, and the explorers found ventilating 
shufts and side entrances, earthenware socket- 
pipes with cement joints, and other interesting 
details connected with the water supply of 
towns.“ N 

This tunnel of Posilippo is also a fine speci- 
men of ancient eugineering. Millions of bu- 
man beings bave each year, for nearly twenty 
centuries, passed through it. Roman chariots 
and other ancient vebicies have left their auto- 
gruphs scraped and scratched into the lining 
stone and modern wagons and carriages still 
rub their bubs against it, leaving their traces 
for generations to come.

Seneca described his passage 
through it; Petronius satirized it: and Pe- 
trarch, Boccaccio, Cappaccio, and mort mod- 
ern writers bave told us their thoughts about 
it; and it seems good for a thousand years to 
come. Virgil's tomb is just above its eastern 
entrance, and the poet’s farms (where be wrote 
part of both tune Georgios and he Kneid)

MK, CHARLES T. YERKES, PRESIDENT 
OF THE NORTH CHICAGO RAILWAY. 


A Life Marked by Evidences of Unusual 
Ability in Financial Affai ig Trans- 
actions Early in His ‘Life—Philadelphia 
War Bonds—Floored by the Panic Fol- 
lowing the Great Fire, Only to Rise to 

Greater Eminence in the Business World. 


The events leading up to the entrance of Mr. 
Charies T. Yerkes into control ot the North 
Chicago City Railway Company have received 
sufficient attention at the bands of Tae TRIB- 
UNE to render them familiar to its readers, It 
is natural, however, that there should exist a 
desire on the part of certain people to know 
something about the man who bag assumed the 
direction of the affairs ot one of the wealtbiest 
corporations of tbe city. In order to gratify 
this ixclination it is only necessary to peruse 
the following sketch of bis career: — 

Mr. Yerkes was born in Philadelpbia June 
25, 1839, and is descended from old Quaker 
stock. His father was for many years Presi 
dent ot the Kensington National Bank, 
one of the oldest financial institutions of 
Philadelphia. When 17 years of age he en- 
tered the flour and grain commission house of 
James P. Perot & Bro., then one of the most 
prosperous concerns in that line of business. 
He staid with this firm until 1859, till, al- 
though scarcely yet of age, he started in the 
banking and exchange business on bis own ac- 
count. He bad a fair amount of capital, de- 
rived from money left him by a deceased 
uncle, and with the influence his father gave 
him, coupled with an intimate acquaintance 
with the Drexels, and aided by his own in- 
dustry and close application, he rapidly in- 
creased his capital, and in 1864 purchased a 
fine banking house and moved into it. 

Success followed most of bis undertakings, 
and be had every prospect of acquiring a large 
fortune at an early age. He made a specialty of 
Government, State, and municipal bonds, and 
The first large transac- 


tion he attempted was to put in a bid for $5,000,-. 
000 of what was called the $23,000,000 loan of the 
State of Pennsylvania. On his bid he got about 
$1,000,000 or $2,000,000, the larger portion of 
the loan—some $11,000,000—gomg to a syndi- 
cate composed of Drexel & Co., Jay Cooke & 
Co., E, W. Clarke & Co., and the First. National 
Bank. To prevent competition in the sale 
of that loan the syndicate made au arrange- 
ment with young Yerkes, and eventually 
bought bim out at a good profitto him. This 
was bis first great venture, and the success of 
it nerved him to others. It was just after the 
close of the War, when Philadelphia was strug- 
gling under a load of debt, accumulated by ber 
war proportion and the great number of boun- 
ties she had paid to put men into the flelu. 

very bank in the city beld more or less of its 
certificates of indebtedness, in the form of 
warrants issued by the City Treasurer, These 
warrants when presented were not paid, but 
merely stamped with the date of presentation, 
and would bear interest at 6 per cent from that 
date. They amounted in all to several 
millions of doliars. Besides owing for these 
warrants the city was purchasing land for its 
park, and carrying out other improvements, 
which ran it still deeper into debt. To pay off 
this scoumulated indebtedness the Council 
authorized the issue of city loans with which 
to take up the warrants. It was a provision of 
the law that these loans should be sold at par, 
and as it was selling in the market at 90 cents 
on the dollar it was not easy to see how this 
could be done. 

It was at this time that the City Treasurer 
applied to Mr. Yerkes for a way out of the di- 
lemma. Mr. Yerkes in response submitted a 
scheme which was accepted by the Treasurer, 
and in a short time, by the judicious handling 
of the security of the stock exchange, he had 
city loans sellmg at par. dhe City Treasurer 
then commenced disposing of his loans through 
Mr. Yerkes, the latter keeping the price up to 
or above bar so as to insure sales. 
To do this he was frequently obliged to go into 
the market and take all amounts that niight be 
offered. One year his sales amounted to $11,- 
000,000, $6,000,000 of which were for the City 
Treasurer, and the other $5,000,000 loan he 
was compelled to purchase to prevent the 
market from becoming depressed. 

Tois mode of doing business was continued 
through the administrations of three City 
Treasurers, and up to the time of the great 
Chicago fire. At that period Philadelphia was 
negotiating large amounts of city loan for the 
extension of water-works, parks, and higb- 
ways. Mr. Yerkes was in the bey-day ot bis 
prosperity. He had accumulated a large fort- 
une. From negotiat ng State and city loans 
he had become a heavy dealer in stocks both 
in New York and Philadelphia. The Chicago 
fire caught him when he was in full biast, 
and the panic that ensued caused a heavy 
fall in the price of every species of stocks. The 
huge losses came so thick and fast that he was 
compelled to suspend. The announcement of 
his suspension caused a still further drop, the 
lowest figures touched in the great fire panic 
bemg just after bis failure became known. 
Unfortunately his settlements for the Phila- 
delphian city loans bad been made monthly, 
ana the crash found the city one of his credit- 
ors. A criminal charge was preferred against 
him for retaining the city’s money, which went 
toajury and was decided adversely to him. 
The injustice of this decision was so palpable 
and raised suck a storm of indignation that a 
petition and opinion, signed by over 130 of 
the most prominent members of the Philadel- 
phia bar, was presented to the Governor, Joun 
W. Geary. Among the signers were the present 
Attorney-General, Louis C. Cassidy, John 6. 
Jobneon, Jobn W. Bullitt, Amos Briggs, George 
L. Crawfora, Jonn Goforth, George W. Thorne, 
James E. Gowen, George M. Dallas, Theodore 
Cuyler, and a number of others whose names 
are well-known among the legal traternity 
throughout the country. Devid W. Sellers, 
one of Philadelphia's most prominent attor- 
neys, took occasion on siaumg the document 
to add. I feel, as I have always felt, that 
the decision was a diegrace to the jury anda 
diot upon the jurisprudeuce of the State. 

Many bankers and other influential people 
took up Mr. Yerkes’ cause, and with the de- 
sired effect, the result being a complete 
exoneration. He, however, was not 
satisfied to let the matter rest there, 
but demanded that other charges 
that had been preferred against him should be 
tried. This was done, and Dot. 17, 1872, he 
went into court, when a general acquittal was 
the result. 

Mr. Yerkes had in the meantime been getting 
together what little be could, and commenced 
business anew with asmall amount of borrowed 
capital, but plenty of pluck and hope and the 
earnest assistance of many faithfu) friends. 
The City Councils also came to bis relief. Sept. 
15, 1873, the Councils passed an ordinanée re- 
leasing, acquiiting, and forever dischargmg 
bim from all claim or indebtedness to.the City 
of Philadeiphia. His old friends assisted him 
greatly. His credit at the banks was 
good, and he could carry througn 
them all the securities it was necessary 
for him to handic, either for himself 
or his customers. He continued co do a good 
business until the fall of 1873, when the failure 
of Jay Cooke & Co. startied the world.’ Mr. 
Yerkes was quick to perceive the effect this 
event would have on the business of the coun- 
try, and he promptly got on the snort side of 
the stock market. He sold stocks for future 
delivery to the full extent of his capital, an, 
as be accumulated profits on these transac- 
tions, sold more. The first day of January, 
1874, found him with a good portion of his 
fortune recovered and his accounts all closed 
up. 

He then resolved to stop speculating and at- 
tend strictly to a commission business. He 
associated with bim John P. Bell, who. bad 
been a strong personal friend, and the two 
have remained in partnership ever since. 


In 1875 a charter was granted to the Conti-’ 


neutal Passenger Railroad of Philadelphia, and 
Mr. Yerkes took a leading interest in it. It 
was not until the fall of that year that the 
company was able to get to work, and it was 
necessary that the road should be in running 
order by the time of the opening of the Cen- 
tennial Exhibition. The cars commenced to 
run May 1, five days*before the exhibition 
opened. The road had been laid, barns built, 
and cars and horses got in readiness in a little 
over six months, this time reaching through 
the winter. It was the only road built in 
Philadelphia that paid a profit from the first 
day it commenced running. 

In the eariy fall of 1880 Mr. Yerkes’ atten- 
tion was attracted to the financial condition of 
Chicago. He found that while almost every 
steamer from England brought a sbipment of 
gold, none of it remained in New York, but 
was sent West, principally to this city. He 
theu made his first visit here, with letters of in- 
troduction to Mr. Lyman J. Gage and other 
local financiers. He was surprised (o jeara. in 
A conversation with Mr. Gage, that the First 
Nauoual Bank had on deposit at that time over 
$20,000,000, the | t deposit line carried by 
any bank in Philadelpbia being not over $7,000, - 
000. He discovered that Chicago was fast com- 
ing to be a financial centre, and promised 
to ere long rival the older cities of 
the . After. returning home he de- 
termined on a trip West, and started early 
in 1861 over the Northern Pacific Railroad. He

before he had bought a large number, and bad 
made up his mind to pay Fargo considerable 
attention. After going back to Philadelphia 
and ar ing his business affairs there be re- 
turned and started in, with others, to boom the 
pew town, taking a leading part in the erection 
of. business-blocks and dwellings. He also 
gotupa fair, purchas the ground, con- 
structing a mile track, and putting everything 
in shape, This was the first fair held in 
Dakota, and was a great success. Later in the 
year, the price of property having advanced 
rapidly, be realized on the greater portion of 
bis holdings and returned East, stopping for 
some time in Chicago, where he bad made up 
bis mind to open a house. 

On returning to Philadelphia from the West 
be marred Miss Mary Adelaide Moore, a 
daughter of Mr. Thomas Moore, one of the 
wealthiest, men of Philadelphia, who has re- 
cently retired from the firm of Powers & 
Weightman, the largest firm of manufacturing 
chemists in the country. This was Mr. Yerkes’ 
second marriage, bis former one, contracted 
when be was barely 21 years of age, baying 
terminated unhappily in his procuring a 
divorce. 

A few wonths after be came back 
to Chicago be opened a grain and stock 
commission house at the corner of La 
Salle and Madison streets. He has been a 
member of the New York Stock Exchange 
since July, 1871. Shortly after taking up his 
residence bere he purchased a jot fifty feet 
front at the southeast corner of Michigan ave- 
nue and Thirty-second street, and commenced 
the erection of his home, which was finished 
about a year ago. 

Mr. Yerkes’ active interest in horse railroads 
dates back to the'building of the Seventeenth 
and Nineteenth Street Railroad in Philadelphia 
in 1861. This was the first investment outside 
of his business that he ever made, the pur- 
chase of the stock being from Mr. Francis M. 
Drexel, whose statue adorns the entrance to 
South Park from Drexel boulevard. 

A happy incident is related in the life of Mr. 
Yerkes which should not be forgotten. One 
Christmas Eve, after he had retrieved some of 
bis fortune, a note was received by all of bis 
creditors on the Stock Exchange to whom he 
had become indebted at the time of his failure, 
and who bad signed releases for the balance of 
their claims, invfiung them to a meeting at his 
office. On their assembling they were each haud- 
ed a check tor the balance of their accounts. 
There was a general jollification over the 
event, and a second meeting of ths creditors 
was at once held, at which a resolution was 


passed highly complimentary to Mr. Yerkes. 


Mr. Yerkes is a man of medium bight, 
strong, compact build, and bearing upon his 
countenance evidence of firmness and decision 
of character. He isa member of the Union 
League and Washington Park Clubs, but is a 
man of eminently domestic habite, spending 
the greater portion of his spare time at home. 
His only known vice is a passion for horti- 
culture, which he indulges to the tent of a 
good many bours a week, the handsome con- 
servatory attached to his residence owing a 
large percentage of ita good looks to bis hand: 
work upon it.

A heavy 
blue silk cord with tassels encircles the wajst 
and is tied low on the left side of the beit. Snot 
twilled-silk serges, with designs of tiny brill- 
jant flowers, are very fashionably worn abroad 
as matinées and other handsome house robes. 
Shot siiks, rich and lustrous of quality, trimmed 
with velvet revers, matching the deepest shade 
of the changeable goods, are aiso very popular 
materials for elegant tea gowns over slips of 
cream-colored Venetian laco. 

Fine English and Scotch cheviots and twills 
in soft rough qualities are very generally used 
for spring tailor suits, and the sbort coats to 
match, worn outside, differ only in size from 
the bodices worn beneath, as in most cases 
each is double-breasted, short to exagyeration 
over the hips,and end inadouble postilion 
in the back. The garniture consists of very 
large buttons, machine-stitching, and silk 
braid put on to resembie very long button- 
holes. 

Surahs, radzimers, foulards, louisines, and 
all softiy draping unstiffened silks are to be in 
uncommon favor this summer. A silk that 
will “stand alone.“ that boast and glory of 
our grandmothers, is not at the present moment 
a fashionable ambition. 

Rough-and-ready straw bonnets, in golden 
brown, durk blue, and black, are set forth for 
Easter wear, to accompany the stylish tailor- 
made suite of cloth étamine, and fancy suiting. 
The peaked or coronet brims are covered with 
vaivet, and clusters of waite li ac, primroses, 
hyacinths, jonquils, cherry and peach bios- 
soms, and Other seasonable flowers, are massed 
upon the frontof the bonnet, mingled with 
wood mosses, ribbon grass, water cress, and 
other greenery. Flower bonnets are again .n 
high fashion, these made of tiny spring bios- 
soms devoid of toliage anda brimof velvet 
with very narrow strings to match. 

The new parasois are odd, elegant, simple, 
fantastic, large, and small, to suit individual 
taste. The most expensive are known as the

Among some uncommonly elegant gowns de- 
signed for festivals following Easter are three 
French dresses, made in princesse style, one 
of which is of pale mauve satin broché, the 
petticoat of cream satin laid in box plaits, with 
superb ornaments of pearl, amber, and helio- 
trope beads set down the centre of each panel. 
The opening on the pointed Josephine corsage 
is bordered with the same costly embroidery, 
and tne short oap-sleeve is wholly covered 
with the glittering beads. The second gown 
is made of amber satin, the court train open- 
ing over a skirt of pansy-colored vel 
vet, silk wrought with palest lilac flowers, 
with vest and elbow sleeves to correspond. 
White China crape over a princesse slip of 
cream white American surah composes the 
third dress for adébutante. The crape drapery 
parts in front, revealing a tablier of cream 
satin embroidered with lilies of the valley, 
tea-rose buds, and forget-me-nots.

A DOCTOR’S ADVENTURES. 


Vaccinating at the Muzzle of a Gun—Mor- 
phine for a Mutinous Camp. 

Lewiston (Me.) Journal: A Maine doctor, 
who weighs 200 pounds, and was stationed as 
an inspector in the woods, near the border, 
recentiy told me in an interesting way some 
of the adventures—and adventures they were, 
indeed—which he had during his official stay in 
the wilderness, during the late small-pox scare. 

“I was sent.“ said be, to Lowell's Town- 
ship, through which the Canadian Pacific 
| Railroad will pass. My station was near 
Gordon’s camp, where about eighty men 
employed on that railroad were encamped. 
The nearest railroad station was at Lake 
Megantic, twenty-eight miles away. I built 
a log cabin and constructed a gate across the 
road. Noman went through that gate with- 
out being vaccinated. I had to deal witha 
rough class of men, and had some scrapes that 
would read like a dime novel. My two assist- 
ants, a rifle, a revolver, a Newfoundland dog, 
and a suit of ciothes with brass buttons, which 
I procured after I'd bad been there a while, 
helped me out. You see, nobody lived near, 
and I had ne moral support. I bad to rely 
wholly on my display of physical force. 

“Soon after we were established we went 
down to Gordon's camp, and in one day vac 
cinated every man of the eighty-five employed 
there. They rebelled against it, but we made 
no talk with them, going through them like a 
flock of sheep. Several days.afterward word 
came to me that a crew was coming from the 
camp to tear down my cabin and send me 
home. Some of the men’s arms -bad swollen 
and become exceedingly sore. I went down to 
the camp at once and found a mutiny impend- 
ing. Many of the men were sick and angry. 
Several of them were laid up and suffering 
severely. I explained the nature of their 
trouble to them, and told them if they would 
keep calm I would relieve them of their pain. 
With the help of morphine I was able to pre- 
vent the rumpus. I tell you it was an excited 
crowd. They were afraid that all of them 
would be taken down. 

„A burly Scotchman swore he would pass 
my station without being vaceinated, one day. 
He was one of a dozen desperate fellows. I 
had a pitched battle with him at last, and 
actually vaccinated bim with my foot on his 
windpipe! Meanwhile, my assistant kept off 
the others with his gun. We stuck the quill 
into every one of them. 

„Often the Canadians tried to get by me by 
stealing around through the woods, One man 
in making such an attempt was lost in the 
night. We heard bis ories and started in search 
of bim. With the help of our Newfoundland 
we were able to rescue him, but we did not 
arrive at our cabin till 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and the tellow was nearly dead with cold 
and fatigue. He would have perished but for 
the doctors and the dog. A more scared man 
than he was when we came upon him you 
never saw. 

“They adopted a curious way to sneak by 
the Moose River inspector one day. Four 
men concealed themselves in a load of Lay 
and passed without being noticed. They 
crawled out too soon. At the Forks they were 
stopped and sent back to be vaccinated.

LEO XIII. 


A Pé@h-Portrait of the Roman Pontiff by a 
French Journalist. 

Pall Mall Gazette: Under the title of Sou- 
venirs d'un Journaliste Francais a Rome, M. 
Henri des Houx, whose intimate relations with 
the Vatican are well known, has just written 
an interesting book on the ins and outs of the 
Vatican prison.“ Here is his sketch of the 
Pope himself: ‘“ Leo XIII. biessed bis audien- 
ces with a graceful ana kingly gesture. He 
has a merry mouth. His smile does not pos- 
sess that sardonic Voltarian expression found 
in so many of his photographs. On the con- 
trary, itis rather gentle and paternal. His 


eyes are very black and brilliant. His features, 


ascetic and strongly marked, have become 


benevolent and engaging. He must have had 


great difficulty to accommodate bis counte- 


nance, such as nature made it, to the august 


role ot Holy Fathership. Perhaps the soul of 
a Pope modifies the exterior lineaments in the 
long run, like St. Frangois de Sales, who was 
born dogmatic but who became, by continual 
— — an angel of sweetness. 
XIII., on being made Pope, must have over- 
come, or at least subdued, a violent character. 
His Holiness is still vigorous in spite of his 
leanness and senile trembling. His hair is 
white and arranged in curls over his temples: 
His cassock seems to envelop only the shadow 
of a body, just enough bumanity to bold a 
soul. He speaks’ very slowly, particulary 
when he speaks French. In Italian be im- 
provises rapidly, but in French he bas to call 
on his memory, which is excellent. This 
siowness gives a singular relief to the 
utterance of Pope Leo. The action precedes 
rather than accompanies the word. With bis 
arms extended, he seems to invite the whole 
universe to come and receive his tboughts. 
The oratorical action of his Holimess is in 
reality a curious study. It can hardly be 
called classic, but it gives to his speech an 
academic breadth and impassioned vivacity 
not to be found in the prin text. Nobody 
reading his allocutions woul ever imagine the 
effect they produced on delivery.

The Alabama’s Crew Made Up of Lawless 
British, Plundering and Burning Mer- 
chant Vessels and Skulking from Pursuit 
—England Paid $15,000,000 for Her Pi- 
ratical Adventure—American Guns and 
Men Easily Whipped the Incendiary 
Ship—Only When Cornered and Shamed 
Into a Fight Did the British Privateer 

Front a Yankee War Vessel. 

New York, April 11.—-[Gath in Cineiuna ti 
Enqutrer,|--The account of the searfight be- 
tween the Rebel privateer Alabama and the 
United States vessel Kearsarge [published in 
the Century magazine for April and beautifully 
illustrated] has served a good purpose to show 
the younger generation of men, especially in 
the South, how little heroism or Americanism 
was in the cruise of Semmes. He obliterated 
to a large extent the general commerce of the 
country which the Democratic party bad nurt- 
ured and brought up to the very highest pitcb. 
The year the War began we bad the largest 
merchant marine in the world. The Confea- 
erate secession oh bebalf of slavery ignorantly 
destroyed this commerce and gaye over to 
England and other States the carrying business 
of the world, which would at this time have 
afforded commissions and careers for .thou- 
sands of young Southern men. 

The figbt between the Alabama and the 
Kearsarge was in many respects the most beau- 
tiful event of the War. It bappened in for- 
eign waters, in the great English Channel, 
within sight of France, and not far from En- 
gianc, and it was a prompt and easy victory 
for civilizahon. The insidious slave interest, 
which had been secretly violating the law of 
nations by carrying on the siave trade, took 
a malicious joy in issuing letters of marque 
to rob inoffensive Yankee shippers of their 
little vessels and adventurous pareers. Mem- 
bers of the British Parliament from the old 
slave-trading port of Liverpool built under a 
secret name a ship to destroy this American 
commerce, and they cheerfully handed it 
over to their cat’s-paw,the Rebel, satisfied that 
every blow he made against the Yankee was 
also a biow at the Southerner. The hypo- 
critical Scotch, who had nearly broken their 
Presbyterian Church to pieces because some 
of the American slave States had sent contri- 
butions to Presbyterian mission funds, built 
the Alabama. N 

British Mercenaries. 

It appears from the article of an English- 
man in the Century, who served on that ves- 
sel, that most of her people were British mer- 
cenaries, and a good many of them Irish. 
Scotch, Irish, English, and a very few Southern- 
ers constituted the crew of the devastating ship, 
which ultimately cost the British Govern- 
ment some $15,000,000, which the American 

„people received without the least satis- 
tacuon, for in spite of our condition 
now, without a navy, and, what is 
worse, without much patriotism on the sub- 
ject of a navy, there exists a lingering wish 
among the countrymen of Farragut to see the 
United States test her ability with England 
when the emergency shall arise on the seas 
again, and the story of the Kearsarge and Ala- 
bama puts a glow into the cheek of every 
American. This ship, the Kearsarge, built in 
the United States, armed in the United States, 
and ber crew recruited at home, whipped and 
sunk the incendiary from Liverpool, with the 
cause of slavery impelling ber, in as brief a 
time asa reuegade and buckster was ever 
knocked out by a policeman. The Kearsarge 
was hardly knownto the American people; 
her commander was unknown; his conduct 
after this battie was that of a man representa- 
tive and almost unconscious of hayime done 
anything of a special character, 

On the other tand Semmes, who commanded 
the privateer, spent the rest of bis days writ- 
ing yarns in his own favor while he was the 
commander of a horse-car railroad in Mobile. 
Mobile itself, in its tattered, silent situation, 
attests of what little advantage to the general 
interests of a people is a citizen whose main 
exploit was to nave wiped out the commerce 
ot his own country. No wonder the English- 
man, Haywood, who was on board the Alabama 
as one of ber crew, and Who writes the most 
interesting articie of the three which Ulustrate 
this subject, says of Capt. Semmes’ speech 
half an hour before he got bis licking from the 
Kearsarge: 

It seemed odd to me that an American 
should appeal to an Englishman’s love of glory 
to animate him to fight the speaker's own 
countrymen.” ; 


The Offscourings of England. 

From this man’s article it is plain to be in- 
ferred that the Alabama's crew was composed 
of the offseourings of England, and that many 
of ber men were taken from American vessels 
which had been captured at sea, and the poor 
fellows had the option of either getting good 
food from the privateer and fiehting the Amer- 
ican flag or lying on deck and being set ashore 
anywhere with nothing to eat or do. Yet Kell, 
who sty.es himself the executive officer of 
the Alabama., writes about the discipline on 
board. Mr. Brown, the surgeon of the Kear- 
sarge, distinctiy states that after the Alabama 
struck her colors two of her junior officers, 
swearing that they would not surrender, in a 
mutinous spirit rushed to two of 
the guns and reopened fire. Kell 
says: “I did not bear of their firing 
and the discipline of the Alabama would not 
have permitted it.“ But the Englishman, Hay- 
wood, says there was no discipiine at all on 
this ship, witb cut-tbroats, jail-birds, and men 
without a country, who made a pandemonium 
of the vessel, going to the extent of commit- 
ting private murder and asgsasination. He 
says that many of the men kept grape-shot 
in a netted bag, tastened to the wrist with a 


. 


| lanyard, to knock men down against whom 


they had a grudge; that many of the crew 
were constantly at work seeking an occasion to 
seil the vessel out to American Consuls from 
point to point; that some of the officers were 
at raid of individual outlaws they bad on board, 
and that Semmes himself was cOnsidered to be 
a renegade parson. 

„ The skull and cross-bunes were fastened to 
the mast the first night she got out on a cruise. 
When the crew were got ashore on any desert 
coast or key everybody at once set to fighting. 
When a merchant vessel was boarded the of- 
ficer in charge had no influence whatever with 
the boarding crew, which rushed below like a 
gang of pirates, breaking open the sailors’ 
chests and taking from the persons of the 
prisoners everything that took their fancy. 
The wanton destruction of the clothes and et- 
fects of the captured sailors was simply dis- 
gracefui.”’ 

Mr. Haywood says that had at almost any 
time the Alabama met a vessel in standard 
man-of-war discipiine, she would have bad no 
show at all. Yet this disgraceful gang of free- 
booters, bent upon stripping their own pos- 
terity io the future of one of the greatest 
means of subsistence, the active foreign com- 
merce of today going to support both Eagland 
and France. When they landed anywhere they 
showed just about the civilization ot Walker's 
buccaneers. Semmes, their Captain, seems to 
have been an uninteresting person, and his 
portrait is indicative of a man only about half 


The Kearsarge’s Chains. 

The windy article by Mr. Kell, full of the 
usual adjectives about the lineage, galiantry, 
etc., of the Alabama's officers, is potabie for 
some eight or ten distinct réferences to the 
Kearsarge having chaina put outside of ber 
boilerg. This he looks upon somewhat in the 
light of the complaint of the Northern troops 
at Bull Run, that the enemy fougbt with 
masked batteries. The incident is merely in- 
dicative of the general supervision and forc- 
thought which put an end to the depredation. 
Every sbip bas chains to be used for her cables 
and for other purposes, and they might as 
well te in one place as another, and the better 
place is to have them out of the way; so Com- 
mander Winslow and his considerate officers 
let their chains bang over the boilers. 

Observe, now, how many times Kell speaks 
of the chains to account for the licking he and 
his aseoc.ates received. In the barbor of Cher- 
bourg he says: She was keeping on the op- 
posit side, out of the reach of avery doe 
scrutiny, which accounts for our not detecting 
the boxing to ber chain armor.“ The next 
quotation on this subject s: We were 
not at first aware of the chain armor of the 
enemy, and attributed the failure of our shell 
to our defective ammun! che next 
time: Mr. Fullam reported to me that 
our shot had literally torn the casing 
from the boxing of the chain of the 
Kearsarge, indenting the chain in many 
places.” Number four: “Had not the Kear- 
sarge been protected by ber iron gables the re-

Browne says that while the chain plating was 
struck by small shot and shell no shot struck 
it which would have touched the machinery or 
boilers, A year before this fight, while the 
ship was at the Azore Islands, the Lieutenant- 
Commander, Thornton, suggested that the 
spare anchor-cable, otherwise the sheet-chain, 
be hong over the sides, as Admiral Far- 
ragut had been doing with His ships on the 
Mississippi. This great iron-clading, which 
the fugitives of the Alabama make so 
much of, cost only $75. Semmes was unfit for 
bis business, and Dr. Browne properly says: 
It is strange that Capt. Semmes did not know 
of chain armor, and supposed spies had been 
on board and had been shown through the sbip, 
as there was no attempt at concealment, The 
sume pilot had been employed by both ships. 
and had visited each during the preparations 
for battle.“ 


Sneaked on the Hatteras. 

The fact remains that this ship, which ned 
been making war upon unarmed and unpre- 
parea merchant sailors, never bad but two con- 
tests, and one of these was with a small impro- 
vised vessel used asa makeshift by the Union 
Goverument— che Hatteras—and the other was 
with the Kearsarge. Whenever an American 
war-ship appeared the Alabama sneaked 
away. This is what Kell says himself. At 
the Cape of Good Hope the United States 
steamer Vanderbilt lay ready for a fight, but, 
says Kell: ** We were not disposed to try issues 
with the Vanderbilt, so one night about 11 
o'clock, while it blew a gale, we hove anchor 
and steamed out of the bay.’’ Mr. Keil ex- 
ploits the little action with the Hatteras off 
the coast of Texas as follows: Our lookout 
reported a steamer standing off for us. We 
kept gradually drawing our pursuer from the 
squadron. About dark ste came up with us. 
and in an action ot thirteen minutes we had 
sunk the Hatteras. Knowing that the squad- 
ron would soon be upon us, every light on 
board ship was put under vover, and we shaped 
our course for broader waters.“ 

Now see what the neutral Englishman, Hay- 
wood, says of this action: **She came within a 
hundred yards of us before hailing. We an- 
swered; ‘This is ber Britannic Majesty's 
Steamer Petrel.’ The answer came back: 
This is the United States steamer Hatteras.’ 
At the same moment we answered: ‘This is the 
Confederate steamer Alabama.’ In fact, be- 
fore they could well make out the hail we gave 
her the whole broadside of our starboard bat- 
teries. We were not more than fifty yards 
away, and we heard the crash of the shot. 
She at once returned our fire, but it was evi- 
dent ber armament was light. After ten min- 
utes’ rapid firing some one called out: Tue 
enemy is sinking.’ To me she looked more like 
a flimsy river steamer than a war vessel. 
Much was said over the victory until 
we learned that the armament. of the 
Hatteras bad been four thirty-two-pound- 
ers, and tnat we had only kill and 
wounded five of her crew. With our weight of 
guns we should have done more harm; but the 
truth is that we bad but few skilled gunners 
on board, and they were not at the heavy guns. 
Our gun drilis were farcical. In fact, we never 
came witbin distance of man-of-war drill or 
discipline.” 


Characteristic Treachery. 


Here you see that the same treachery which 
instigated the career of this vessel attended 
all ber operations. Her business was to take 
plain sailing vessels by false signals and false 
names from their course and burn them. Mr. 
Haywood says that at Martinique the San 
Jacinto was lying outside to fight the Alabama, 
and all the crew wanted to fight, but by the 
open and undisguised assistance of the French 
naval officers and shore authorities the signals 
were set to mislead the Yankee commander, 
and a pilot took us out by a route that enabled 
us to leave the island far astern by daybreak.”’ 

Instead of baving no kind of look at the 
Kearsarge when she came into Cherbourg, Mr. 
Haywood says that from the berth deck- 
ports we had a fair look at ner.“ When we 
come to the armament of the two vessels, 
which finally settied the contention of the ves- 
sels, it seems that there was not one point in 
favor of tne Kearearge, as far as ner guns 
were concerned. Her superiority was in her 
model as aship and in the social, intellectual, 


and civilized superiority. of her officers and 


crew. There were about 150 persons on each 
vessel. The Alabama had one more gun than 
the Kearsarge. Tue fact that the Ala- 
bama took the risk of the fight shows 
that Semmes and his men, who had 
a full discussion on the question, de- 
lieved that superiority was on the side 
of the Alabama. It is well that the fight took 
place, or the fraud of this mere torch-ship and 
incendiary might have been perpetuated in 
history. Semmes’ speech to his motley crowd 
just before he got his tanning tells the true 
story of this privateer and her efficiency to 
destroy property: Tou have been all over 
the world, and it is not too much to say that 
you have destroyed aud driven for protection 
under neutral flags one-balf of the enemy’s 
commerce, which.at the beginning of the War 
covered every sea. This is an achievement of 
which you may well be proud. Defeat is im- 
possible.“ Yet this great achievement to 
been have so proud of was in never fighting 
any armed vessel; it was the achievement 
of the ordinary vagrant with a box of 
matches who goes around setting fire to barns. 
When the milis and barns were burned in the 
Shenandoah Valley which bad been granaries 
for successive invasions of the North and flank- 
ing Movements against the American Capital, 
a terrific how!) was sent up in the South, but 
here was a Marylander, educated by an Ameri- 
can State, who was burning ia every part of 
the world, with the ardor of a Malay, useful 
property, and transferring to a nation, which 
it had been the common boast of both sections 
to have resisted, that commerce which today 
is next to lost forever. As long as we had an 
ocean commerce the Southern States had a 
great hand in it, whereas the reduction of that 
ecommerce has caused the settlement of the 
great interior of the country, in which mainly 
the Northern States have played a part. The 
Southern States, with two or three exceptions, 
are all maritime States, with large river sys- 
tems emptyimg in the Atlamie and the gulf; 
with pine forests, ship stores, phosphate ma- 
nures, cotton, eto., that would probably have 
played an increasing part in the American 
merchant marine. 
Unavailing Operations. 

All the operations of the Alabama availed 
notbing whatever to the South. Wien they 
made it perilous to go to sea with merchant 
vessels they merely drove into the navy the 
sailor element of the country, and all sorts of 
craft were leased or sold to the Government 
and went on blockade and otherduty. There 
is no record of Capt. Semmes ever striking at 
one of these blockading vessels. He slipped 
off to Galveston, Tex., with the intention, as 
he said, of taking the fleet and sinking the 
transports. Instead of that as soon as he saw 
a ship of war be made tracks, and bis only en- 
counter was with the small vessel Hatteras, 
which was cheated with a false hail. Fora 
man who says so much about chain armor on 
the Alabatha, which was a wooden ship, one 
would think that Mr. Kell would have referred 
to that littie matter of deceiving the small ves- 
sel by claiming to be Her Majesty's Ship 
Petrel.“ 

Whoever looks into the countenances re- 
vealed in the portraits of the Century articles 
will see a difference in general civilization bo- 
tween the leading spirits on the Kearsarge and 
those upon the Alabama. This vessel had four 
officers upon it from the regular navy. The 
Kearsarge was manned from the American 
merchant service, the same classof men whose 
property had been burut by the fire-bug. 
There were only eleven men on the Kearsarge 
out of some 160 who were of foreign birth. On 
the Alabama were alot of men belonging to 
the English royal naval reserve. It seems 
that practiced gunners from a ship called the 
Excellent in Portsmouth Harbor were put on 
this Alabama. Notwithstanding the privateer 
carried Blakely rified guns made in England. 
the battle was won by Dahigren guns made 
in America, and Dr. Browne says that the 
guns were better and the gunners cooler 
and better. When the privateer sank in the 
water there stood on the hights of Cherbourg, 
among many others, the Captains and their 
families and crews of two merchant ships 
which bad been burnt only a few days before 
by Semmes, and these people were destitute. 


When the Alabama ran into Cherbourg Mr. 
Dayton, our Minister, immediately telegraphed 
Capt. Winslow, and bis crew responded with 
cheers. The next day the Kearsarge was at 
Dover,. and the third day she ran into Cherbourg, 
where the Rebel flag was flying on the doomed 
marauder. The law would not let the 
Kearsarge stay in Cherbourg but 
twenty-four bours, and, therefore, she did not 
enter that port, while .the Governmeut of 
Louis Napoleon was at work to complete the 
disruption of America by putting a chitling of 
the Hapsburg House in Mexico.

COAGULATION OF BLOOD, 


How to Prevent It—An Important Discovery 
by Mr. Ernst Freund. 

A very important discovery, both for prac- 
tical and theoretical medicine, has been made 
by Mr. Ernst Freund, a pupil of Prof. E. Lud- 
wig, at Prof. Stricker’s laboratory. From 
earlier experiments, itis known that blood 
does not coagulate so long as it is contained 
within the living bealthy vessels; though clot- 
ting occurs whenever the vessels are injured, 
or have lost their vitality, according to experi- 
ments made by Durante and by Zahn. Ina 
short time (in man in three minutes) after the 
blood is withdrawn from the veins, or after 
death, coagulation of the blood commences. 
Coagulation can be hindered or suspended in 
various ways—such as contact with living 
healthy vessels (Lister, Bruecke); exposure to 
low temperature (at 0° C.); or by the addition 
of solutions of certain neutra! salts (sodium 
chloride, sulphate, carbonate, magnesium sul- 


phate, etc.). If peptone is mixed with the 
bldod, its clotting is suspended; and Dr. Hay- 


time by adding an aqueous extract prepared 
from the intestines of leeches. It may be also 
noted that a German physiolugist, Prof. Gruen- 
hagen, some time ago observed that blood, if 
collected in glycerine, remained fluid so long 
as a mixture did not take place. 

Now. Mr. Freund has found avery simple 
method to prevent the coagulanon. He col- 
lected the blood drawn from the vein of an 
animal under oil, and it remained fluid for 
many days. In further experiments it was 
found that, in arterial blood collected ina 
glass vessel whose walls were contifuousiy 
coated with a film of vaseline, the fibrine did 
not separate, even when stirred or agitated 
with a vaseline-coated glass rod; but, as soon 
as the b.ood was poured into an ordinary re- 


It was further observed by Freund that 
the presence ot minute foreign bodies, such as 


ting. These experiments were made, both at 
ordinary temperatures and at that of the body, 
with equal success. In one of the experiments 
which I bad the opportunity of seeing, a glass 
tube coated with oil was inserted into the 
carotid artery of a dog, while a dry tube was 
connected with the crural artery of the same 
animal. The blood in the latter was clotted in 
fifteen minutes; but the pulsations of the 
blood column in the oled tube were percept- 
ible for more than two hours and a half. 
Fresh blood contained in fish-biadders or parcb- 
ment tubes, which had been previously soaked 
in a 0.6 percent solution of cholride of sodium, 
and afterwards covered with alike solution, re- 
mained fluid for many days. 

Mr. Freund has made a preliminary com- 
munication on his researches, which will be 
continued in an early number of the Wiener 
Medicinische Jahrbucher.

IMPKOVED WATER-GAS. 


The New French Method—Astonishing 
Cheapness Promised. 


ducing pure hydrogen and of making water- 
gas at an extremely low cost has caused much 
anxious attention, not only in France, but all 
over Europe, and in this country as well. If 
the process which these gentlemen bave de- 
scribed marks a new departure in gas-making 
the matter is of weighty import, not only to 
the gas manufacturers, but also to the coal- 
owners and iron-masters. It will affect in no 
inconsiderable degree the consumption of coal 


manufacture. Iu this process a jet of super- 
heated steam is directed into a retort filled 


with the carbon to form carbonic oxide and 
now these gases are led away to 


a second retort filled with lumps of 
some retractory substance maintained at a red 


heat. The use of refractory materials is to ex- 


a large surface to the incoming gases. 
2 this second retort there is led at the same 
time a jet of steam superbeated to the point of 
disassociation. The oxygen of this steam 
seizes upon the carbonic oxide to form dioxide, 
and more hydrogen is liberated. To remove 
the carbon dioxide the gases are thropgh 
milk of lime, ana the pure hyd n is led ay 
to the rvoir. The authors of the commu- 
nication say that one ton of coke produces 
about 96,000 feet of gas, which is about eleven 
times the quantity obtained from a ton of coal, 
which reduces the cost of the gas to avery low 
figure—very littie indeed, it may be supposed, 
above the cost of natural gas. when the dif- 
culty of controlling the gas is taken into ac- 
count. It is easy to see the numerous applica- 
tions of such a gas for heating purposes; but 
inventors have arranged to make a start with 
it for lighting. How the carburation is to be 
effected is not stated, but it is announced that 
the little town of Boulogne-sur-Seine is to be 
lighted with this gas during the winter.—Glas-

Sherman’s Reliance on Grant's Assistance 
Johnston the Ablest Confederate Gen- 
eral—Buell, Fry, and Joe Hooker—Jeff 
Davis, the Overrated—The Prowess ‘of 
Western Soldiers. 

New York, April 15.—[Gath.|—I was talk- 
ing to a very prominent officer yes erday, who 
was willing to communicate freely, but did not 
wish to be named. The statements be made 
in the course of a very long evening's conver- 
sation contained so much that 1s interesting 
that I spread it forth. At one place in the 
conversation be remarked: “I hope Gen. 
Sherman will not bother bimself to answer the 
article Bueil wrote in the Century Magazine. 
Its deserves no answer, being ite own refuta- 
tion. He writes as if there was only one man 
on the earth, and that was himself. He ignores 
Grant and Sherman as if they were mere 
ciphers beside himself. I should like to know 
what battie Buell ever fought and won. 
He had one battle at Perryville. He took part 
in the battle of Shiloh. He was removed from 
eommand at the passionate desire of the 
Northern people, who saw he was incompetent 
either to fight the enemy or to protect our 
borders from invasion. He let Bragg enter 
Kentucky, and marcbed on parallel roads, 
making no effort to cross over and strike bis 
army. His article at this late date is merely 
one of the lamentations of the beaten men of 
the War set aside for proper cause, and they 
make a class together. Fitz John Porter is one 
of them. The probabilities are that his bill 
may go through the Senate; but that will not 
prevent the great bulk of the American sol- 
diery believing that be ought to bave been 
shot and not spared to lobby his grievances 
through a quarter of a century after the War.“

“Fry was Buell's ‘Chief of Staff at Shiloh. 
When Buell was retired we heard no more of 
Fry. He, too, was one of the mortified. class, 
trying to get even by entrapping Gen. Sher 
man into a place where he could appear for 
the moment io haye the advantage. The 
sober, good sense of the American people bas 
as quickly recovered from the impression 
sought to be made upon them as Fry will bea 
long time recovering in estimation of up- 
rigbt men from tbe trick he played upon ihe 
retired General of the army. Sberman wrote a 
private letter to Scott, who bas the records at 
Washington, expressing his grateful remem- 
brance of C. F. Smith. Smith was 
gone and by many was forgot- 
ten, but old Sherman kept bim warm 
in bis heart. As far as bostility to Grant and 
his memory were concerned, the record of 
Gen. Sherman’s life shows the contrary. I 
will give you an instance: Whenovrarmy got 
into South Carolina Rebel newspapers were 
captured which proclaimed to the people there 
that Gen. Lee was going to make a rapid march 
into the Carolinas and whip Sherman and an- 
nihilate him, and then join his army to Joe 
Jobnston’s. Sherman, in bjs qui reasoning 
way, looked at the reports. Saidhe: * Why, 
he cannot come after me; Grant won't let 
bim. Grant will know what he is going away 
for.” There was old Sherman relying as firmly 
on Grant as if be had bis hand upon him. He 
knew that Grant was thinking about him. Do 
you suppose that any smali-minded men who 
report private letters can disturb the historic 
understanding between those two great Gen- 
erais?”’

es. He said that if Lee could get away 
from Grant Grant would occupy Richmond. 
Nevertheless, he said, he might possibly make 
a forced march and come down on our army. 
‘But,’ said Sherman, Lee and Johnston to- 
gether cannot whip this army.“ Then said he 
in a moment: Possibly they might be able 
to whip us both together, but by the time they 
did it 1 would not give much for what was left 
of Lee to go back and tackle Grant.“ Sherman 
was right,’ said my informant. ‘**He had the 
better army of the two at the close of the 
War. The material of the Western army was 
nearly even all through it. It was the first 
fruits of the people, the native vigor of the 
country.” 3 

Said 1: Was not Sherman's army deficient 
in a good cavalry commander?”’ | 

“Yes; it was not equal ia cavalry to the 
Confederates in the Southwest, and it was 
short of regular army officers of the old and 
stronger class. We had a good many politi- 
cians and publie men commanding divisions 
and corps. ‘The talentof the regular army 
was over in the East with Grant. But 
the public morale of the Western army was 
such that no army on the face of the globe at 
that time was its equal, and few will ever 
its superior. Gen. Sherman was the maste 
mind and molding spirit of this army; its 
great citizen thinker and campaigner.”’ 

„How do you compare Grant and Sher- 
man!“ . 

„They were both men of the first class. 
Grant bad a few great maxims almost uncon- 
sciously ih his wind on which he actéd. I re- 
member when he came down to Chattanooga 
and resolved to attack at Mission Ridge he 
found a portion of Sberman’s army where, 
though not the whole of it. He told Sherman 
he would like him to attack. Sherman looked 
at him a minute and Grant said: Les, we will 
attack. 1 think I am ready, and when I believe 
Jam ready I don't care how much readier the 
man is whom 1 am attacking.’ There, said 
my mformant. was one of Grant's great 
simple propositions: that he need not give 
himseif any worry about the superiority of the 
enemy if be himself was as ready as he could 
be at any other time.“ 

My informant referred to the Chattanooga 
battles as conuected with the dispatches of 
both Osterhaus and Susan Wood. Wood was 
back of Lookout Mountain on the south side 
of the river, and Sherman rather thought he 
ought to get up this command before the fight 
was ordered, bit when Hooker came over 
Lookout Mountain Susan Wood came over with 
ulm. Osternaus.“ said my informant, was 
the best German in the military service of the 
United States—the ablest foreigner we had. 
He bas been Consul at some plage in France 
almost ever since the War, and I was able, not 
long ago, to have his son, who was in the navy, 
transferred so that be cou!d get inte the Med- 
iterranean Squadron and see his father, whom 
he bad not beheid for years. The old man was 
grateful for it to che bottom of his heart.“ 

Was Hooker a man of fine military abil- 
ity?"* ’ 

No. He bad less military ability than any- 
body we bad outin the Western army at that 
day. He did not know on the actual field what 
to do with either end of bis command. On one 
occasion Gen. Sherman found that Hooker had 
left the lines in such a way that Bragg might 
march right through. He sent me over to 
Hooker to instruct him where to place his com- 
mand. I was to guide Hooker to the spot. I 
rode up to him, touched my hat, and said: 
‘Gen. Hooker, Gen. Sberman's compliments, 
and he wishes you to move your corps as fol- 
lows.” When Hooker heard me, said 
he: Have you come right from Gen. 
Sherman?’ I touched my hat again, and 
said: Tes, General.” He does not 
understand the position here,’ said Hooker. 
‘You take me to Gen. Sherman.’ I touched 
my bat again, and said: Pardon me, General; 
I cannot do it. Gen. Sherman’s instructions 
were for you to move this command accord- 
ing to bis orders, and at once.’ Hooker re- 
plied that I was insolent, and that he would 
put me under arrest. ‘If you do not move 
this command according to the orders sent you 
I shail move it myself on behalf of Gen. Sher- 
man.’ Hooker replied that he would report 
me for conotumacy, and again demanded that 1 
take him to Sherman to have argument on the 
matter. I again saluted bim. ana said: Gen- 
eral, it is unnecessary to have any words here: 
Jam notbing but Gen. Sherman's voice in this 
matter. If you leave this command I shal! 
see that this order is obeyed, and call upon 
these adjutants to obey the orders of the Gen- 
eral.” He moved his command, but Sherman 
very soon got rid of him.“ 

At one point in this conversation my in- 
formant gave an opinion which is becomme 
more and more general among the intelligent 
men of both the Southern and Northern 
armies. Suid he: The abiest man the Con- 
federates had was Joe Johnston, and he was 
not only their ablest man, but their best man, 
in a nobler sense. He beheld tae inevitable 
wasting and exhaustion of the South, and 
looked to mercy and to reconciliation. After 
the War was over be gave his devotion not 
only to bis own people, but to all the people of 
the United States. Tnat was why Sherman 
had such respect for Jobnston, both in the 
field and after the peace. He beneid in tim a 
maniy soldier, with fine talents and an 
honest heart, who never forgot in the 
pitch of the great War his education as an 
officer by the United States. On the other 
band, Gen. Lee, with less mentality than Jobn- 
ston, and with far jess public interest or spirit, 
was not of the least service to bis country 
after the War closed, was dull and flabby, and 
for large operations, even in war, was inferior 
to Jobnston. Some time after the War was 
over Gen. Johnston, in a conversation with 
Gen. Sherman, told him that he had said to

about his charaeter. He was a tyrant, com- 
pletely ignorant of the art of war, but that 
very ignorance and tyranny made him stub- 
born, and under him the experiment held out 
as long probably as it could. One of the great- 
est errors the Southern ple ever made 
was to suppose that Jeff Davis, because he 
had been educated at West Point, was a great 
soldier. There was not one end of a soldier in 
him. He kept interfering with the military 
movements of bis section, promoting his favor- 
its and setting aside his superiors; but be was 
eaten up with a conveit that if he could carry 
that experiment through he would ally bimself 
with royal families and distinguished people. 
His game in the War was to be an hereditary 
Prince. Hence ever since the War be bas been

I referred to Gen. Sherman’s emotionai and 
affectionate nature. Said my friend: Sher- 
man was both an affectionate and generous 
man, and a just and dutiful one. When 
he was at Mempnis in the summer of 1862 bis 
oldest boy died there. 
boy, and the soldiers loved him. The Eigut- 
eenth Regiment of the regular army, of which 
Sherman had been Colonel, considered the boy 
as one of its officers. As his disease increased 
Gen. Sherman saw the doctor and asked bim 
to say whether the boy would live. The doctor 
told him the boy could not live, With his 
heart full of wo, Sherman gave tne orders 
while the boy was still alive, for his coffin. The 
regiment took the boy down to the steamboat 
landing with all the honors of war, and that 
brought from Sherman one of the most touch- 
ing and beautiful letters he ever wrote.” 

It seems that in their communications with 
each other Sherman called Thomas Thom.“ 
After the War was over Gen. Scott, who 
thought a good deal of Sherman, and had in 
the early part of the War invited him on his 
staff, wanted Sherman to come up and see him 
at Cousins’ Hotel, below West Point. My in- 
formant says that the New York Seventh Kegi- 
ment gave a big dinner at Delmonico’s, on 
Fourteenth street, to Sherman’s men, and, as 
amatter of mutuality, resolved to lay them 
under the table. The affair did not break up 
until about 7 o'clock in the morning, 
and there was not an 0Officer of the 
Seventh remaining who could hold himself up, 
while Sherman's staff got down to the steam- 
boat and went to West Point. Old Gen. Scott 
made Sherman introduce the boys all around, 
and he asked one of them if he was ever 
wounded. 

No, said the young man, Gen. Scott, I 
am afraid I never went near enough to the 
fight to be killed.“

my boy! You were never wounded either, 
Gen. Sherman?’’

Boston Ministers Invite a “Knight” and 
Then Insult Him. 

Boston, Mass., April 5.—The Universalist 
ministers, after baving invited Mr. George E. 
McNeill, Secretary of the Knights of Labor, to 
address them at their meeting today, grossly 
insulted him and the order to which he belongs. 
After the usual preliminaries Mr. McNeill 
arose and presented the principles and methods 
of his organization, and explained vVarioas 
points in reply to questions from several of the 
clergymen present. When the strike in the 
Southwest was brought up the Rev. Dr. 
Sawyer, with passion showing plainly on his 
face, arose and said that he thought the situa- 
tion an outrage, for which the order was re- 
sponsible, and that the men who attempted to 
destroy engines and property should be shot 
down like other highway men. 

In answer to this Mr. McNeill, who is always 
able to control his temper, although his deep- 
set, black eyes flashed, spoke of the crude con- 
dition of things in the order, which is so rapid- 
ly enrolling thousands of men, and pointed to 
the misunderstanding between Messrs. Gould 
and Powderly, and said: Now, arbitration 
has been refused and wecan’t bold the men 
back. If they commit violence let the law 
take its course, and we will not defend them. 
When it bas been finally proved that a 
man bas vioiated the law he will be expelied. 
If it comes to that, however, if the laws defend 
injustice and oppession, I am prepared to meet 
the issue with bioodshed if necessary. If we 
are right we ought to succeed. and we shail. 
If we are not we shall not succeed, and ought 
not to.“ 

* You may be sure ot that!“ thundered Dr. 
Sawyer. 

The Chairman pounded and called order, but 
a general war of words followed in spite of ail 
his efforts. 

When quiet bad been partially restored Mr. 
McNeill urged that the Knights should not be 
condemned because of the acts of some of its 
members and leaders any more than the Union 
army should be condemned for the faults of its 
soldiers or the mistakes of its Generals. 

Mr. MecNeill’s good temper carried the day. 
and when he bad finished a vote of thanks—in 
which Dr. Sawyer's foice was not heard—was 
tendered bim. 


PLAYING-CARDS IN GERMANY. 

The last number of the statistics of the Ger- 
man Empire gives particulars as to the manu- 
facture and sale of playing-cards in Germany 
last year. The number of manufactories was, 
asin 1883, sixty-one, and they turned out 
3,552,010 packs of thirty-six cards or under, 
and 1,286,239 packs of more than thirty-six 
cards. Out of this total 3,291,914 packs of the 
former and 203,514 of the latter description 
were stamped for inland sale, and 236,865 packs 
of the former and 1,074,923 of the latter were 
exported. Inciuding the piaying-cards import- 
ed, the total number of small packs used was 
3,808,100, and of large packs 212,417.
